The Old Game. 


Judge William F. Slocum, one of the 
most prominent citizens of Newton was in- 
stantly killed at Newtonville.this morning, 
while crossing the tracks to take his train 
to Boston. The sad affair hss caused great 
sorrow throughout the city, as owing to 
his prominence, he was one of the best 
known citizens of Newton, and was es- 
teemed and respected by all. 

The sa<l accident happened at 8.10 
o'clock. Judge Slocum had been to the 
postofflee, and seeing the inward bound 
express from Milford approaching, he mis- 
took it for his train, and hurried across the 
tracks below the temporary station. The 
train was going 2o miles an hour, and 
Judge Slocnm had apparently nearly got 
across the track, when he was struck by 
the cylinder box of the engine and thrown 
some twenty feet on to a hank. His side 
and shoulder were crushed in, and his head 
on the right side badly braised. Baggage 
master Woodman and Patrolman Soule 
saw the accident and ran to pick him up, 
but he was dead when they reached him. 

The train stopped and there was great 
excitement. Judge Kennedy happened to 
be passing and gave permission for the 
body to be moved to his residence on Bow- 
ers street, and Medical Examiner Meade 
was summoned by telephone. 

Judge Slocum's son, City Solicitor Slo- 
cum. had gone in town by an earlier train, 
and the sad news was telephoned to him on 
his reaching his Boston office. He returned 
to Newtonville on the first train, and was 
overwhelmed by the terrible event. 

Judge Slocum was living alone, on Bow- 
ers street, his wife having died a few rears 
ago, and his son, Winfield S., and family 
lived near him. Another son is President 
of Colorado College, and a third son is 
judge of the probate court in Pittsfield, 
Mass. 

The deceased has been one of the promi- 
nent lawyers of Newton| for thirtv years, 
and before Newton was made a ‘city, he 
was trial justice for many years, front 
which he obtained his title of Judge. He 
had a large practice in Boston, and his 
clients reposed the utmost confidence in 
him. 

In Newtonville, he has been an active 
and prominent citizen, always ready to 
take hold of any good work, and has been 
especially prominent in the Central Con- 
gregational church, where he was elected 
one of the deacons in 1871, and has filled 
the office a great part of the time since that 
date. •• 

He was an earnest and enthusiastic Re- 
publican. and has been often heard in be- 
half of his party. He never held any city 
office, although he might have had any 
office in the gift of his ward had he de- 
sired or sought office. • 

Judge Slocnm came to Newton from 
Grafton, in this state, in 1870, and was a 
law partner of Gen. Underwood, during 
the latter’s lifetime. He was ?2 years of 
age. 

SOUGHT TO SAVE STEPS. 

JOHN LEAHY KILLED BY AN EXPRESS 

WHILE CROSSING the TEMPORARY 

TRACKS. 

While crossing the tracks under the 
temporary bridge at Newton, Saturday 
evening, John Leahy, for many years a 
resident of this place, was struck by an 
inward bound express and died three hours 
later at the Newton Hospital as a result of 
his injuries. 

Since the work of liepressing the tracks 
through the Newtons was begun, trains 
are boarded from a temporary platform op- 
posite the station, on the north side of the 
tracks. An overhead bridge has been 
erected from the station to the temporary 
platform, but most passengers prefer to 
take the risks incident to crossing the 
tracks to climbing the bridge stair*. 

Mr. Leahy is the first victim of this prac- 
tice, and in order to prevent a recurrence 
of the accident of Saturday evening. the 
tracks will now be fenced oft. 

Shortly after the 7.41 accommodation had 
pulled out, Mr. John Flood, who xva» walk- 
ing on the tracks toward the square, 
noticed the body of a man lying in the 
ditch near the trestle. He called to a rail- 
road employe, who brought a lantern and 
assisted hint in bringing the man to the 
station. Mr. Flood recognized tin* man as 
Mr. Leahy and saw at once that he had 
been severely injured. l>r. Bothfeld x\as 
summoned, atul found upon examination 
that the man’s skull was fractured, his 
feet crushed ami that four fingers of the 
left hand had been severed. The ambu- 
lance was called and the injured man re- 
moved to the hospital, w here he died at 11 
o’clock without regaining consciousness. 

Mr Leahy was know n to have purchased 
two tickets for Boston at the station, but 
tlte manner in which he was killed is a 
mystery, as 110 oue saw the accident. It i» 
supposed that in returning to the tempo- 
rary platform he mistook the express tor 
the accommodation, which was soon to fol- 
low it. and upon realizing his mistake 
turned back but too late, it is probable 
that in his endeavor to reach the outside of 
the fence he fell, grasping the rail w ith one 
hand, as the w heel of the engiue must huvo 
pass d over his hand to sever the lingers, 
lie had evidently been lying beside the 
track for several minutes before lu* was 
discovered. 

Mr. Leah) was i«» years old uud em- 
ployed as gardener by Mr. Johu U. ( burin 
of Vernon street, lie has resided *<ti Gard- 
ner street, since his comitu to Newton He 
leaves a wife and a family of three glow 11 - 
up children. 

I'he funeral services were held Tuesday 
morning at lu o’clock, from the Church of 
Our Lady, a solemn high mass being cele- 
brated with Rev. Fr. Gilfether as celebrant, 
Rev. Fr. Duddv of Cambridge, deacon, and 
Rex. James Kell.x of Watertown us sub- 
fte.u •"! l he >ei X n .■> w *.t . alt, ini. d by 
nearly :*oo friends uud neighbors of the de- 
ceased. who was widely known and re- 
spected in New ton. i'lie interment wasiu 
Ml Calvary cemetery.

A GENERAL FAVORITE.

A bold highway robbery was committed 
early Sunday morning on the lonely road 
that runs along the Chestnut Hill reser- 
voir. 

Stand ish ( tolls, n machinist, about U* years 
of age, of 22 Chestnut street, Newton 
Upper Falls, went Into Boston, Saturday 
afternoon, having considerable money in 
his possession. lie transacted some busi- 
ness and then went about to enjoy himself. 

In the evening he went to the Boston A- 
Albany station to catch the last train. 
When he arrived at lo.:m he found that the 
train had gone, and that the only way to 
reach home was by the line of electrics to 
Newton. It so happened that he also 
missed the proper car and took a Chestnut 
llill car that runs out Beacon street to the 
station. 

He boarded this car about 11 o'clock and 
reached the end of the route at 11.43. 

On the car on which (lolls rode were two 
men of middle age who had seats in the 
rear. When the car reached the end of the 
route, (lolls inquired of the conductor the 
way to Newton. The latter pointed out 
the road and he started along. The two 
strangers told him they were going out to 
the Falls and would be pleased to show 
him the way. 

(lolls was pleased with the proposition 
and they went along Beacon street, which 
runs into Newton. 

The road is an extremely lonesome one 
and is poorly lighted. 

(lolls and his companions walked along 
at an easy gait until they reached a point 
in the road just beyond Reservoir lane, 
about three-quarters of a mile from the 
cars and feneed in on one side with a stone 
wall. 

There one of the strangers pulled out a 
bottle and invited (tolls to have a drink. 
The latter declined, whereupon (lolls was 
told that he must take one. Upon his re- 
fusal he was struck in the face by the man 
and the second stranger hit him in the 
head from the rear, knocking him insensi- 
ble. 

The highwaymen went through (lolls 
pockets, and took between $60 and 
Irom him, ami made a quick retreat, (lolls 
was left on the side of the road, his face 
and head badly cut and bleeding. 

A milkman was passing along the road 
Sunday morning about t> o’clock when he 
saw (lolls. The milkman lifted him into 
his wagon and took him to Tappan street, 
Brookline, where he met an officer of the 
Brookline force, who took him to the 
police station. A doctor was called to 
dress his wounds, which were not severe. 

(lolls was feeling very stiff and sore after 
his experience and wanted to go home and 
relieve his wife of her suspense and anxie- 
ty on his account. 

(lolls is employed in a machine shop at 
Newton Upper Falls, and is considered a 
sober, steady man, and is well liked by his 
fellow-workmen. 

THREE MEN ARRESTED. 

Early Tuesday morning Patrolman Tib- 
bitts of division .! urrested Patrick J. Mur- 
ray, 17, John McCarthy, 2-1, and John Fin- 
nerty, 17, on suspicion of having held up 
Standi sh (lolls of Newton Upper Falls at 
Chestnut Bill late Saturday night. 

The men were taken to police head- 
quarters, where (lolls positively identified 
McCarthy as one of his assailants. He 
could not positively identify either of the 
others, hut it is known to the police that 
one of them was in McCarthy’s company 
Saturday night. 

The three men are teamsters employed 
by a local contractor. They all reside at 
Chestnut Hill, and have been under sur- 
veillance since Hugh Kelly of Newton 
Upper Falls, was held up and robbed by 
three men on the Boston & Albany tracks 
near reservoir station. 

Inspector Fletcher and Patrolman Tib- 
betts have been working on the case, and 
expect to connect the three men with this 
robbery also. Mr. Kelly was robbed of 
*12.'», a loo-ride ticket from Boston to New- 
ton Highlands and a check book. The 
men under arrest answer his description of 
his assailants, except that he thinks they 
were somewhat larger. 

(lolls was held up and severely beaten 
Saturday night, and robbed of about $f»3. 
Only two men were concerned in the last 
affair. The spot where Gulls was held up 
is just above the Chestnut Hill reservoir, 
where the Boston, Brookline and Newton 
lines converge. 

There is some doubt in regard to which 
jurisdiction the robbery occurred in, but it 
Is probable that it happened on the Boston 
side of the line. The police of division 
made an examination Sunday morning, 
however, and found bloodstains on the 
Newton side. 

In court Tuesday morning the three men 
were arraigned on the charge of highway 
robberv, and the case continued until 
Thursday. Murray and Finnerty were 
hehl in Sir»oo each <*n the charge of robbing 
Standish (lolls, ami McCarthy in $1500 on 
that charge and $1300 in the Kellyca.se.

The Y. M. C. A. Rooms. 

It was announced in the spring that a 
grand opening of the new rooms would be 
held September 1st, but as this is impossi- 
ble it has been postponed until October. 
Alterations in the plana of the gymnasium 
have caused the delay, but lighter and bet- 
ter ventilated rooms will be tho result. 

Entering from the street and facing the 
left one enters the reception room. Facing 
this is the General Secretary’s office, to the 
right is the reading room und parlor, to the 
left the recreation room, uml at the back 
the large hull, tho coat room and the stair- 
way leading to the gymnasium. Connected 
with tlie large hall and easy of access from 
the front rooms is a well appointed 
kitchen with closets and store rooms. 
Two stairways lead to the gymnasium, one 
from the reception room ami the other 
from tiu* boy’s locker room. At the head 
of the main stairs a door opens into the 
physical directors’ office, from which an 
unobstructed view may be had of the en- 
tire gym. The advantage of this new 
gymnasium over the old quarters may be 
seen at a glance. With a twenty foot 
studding, more windows, und everything 
clean and new it is far more cheerful and 
health giving. The enlarged shower and 
sponge bath rooms are on this floor, as are 
the men’s locker rooms.

In all cases where it is ]Hissible it is a 
great deal better for a man to get the 
knowledge first and then let that decide 
what tiie vocation shall lie than to decide 
tho vocation first and let that determine 1 
what sort of knowledge ho shall uccuniu- ! 
lute. 

"If a man is in earnest to do tho best 
that is in him, it will lie much to Ids ad- 
vantage to get over tiie feeling that there j 
is any hurry about actually settling down 
to ids life work. It is a great deal wiser ; 
to drift and to do almost anything that 
offers as a temperornrv arrangement than 
to make up one’s mind finally and irre- 
trievably to an employment that may pos- 
sibly lie a misfit and that will involve 
therefore a certain amount of failure. Wo 
can safely depend upon it that in tho enso

Along this line the only 
aifo decisions are the decisions thut shape i 
themselves and that wo settlo into with- 1 
out being very distinctly conscious at any 
timo that a conclusion is being reached. ” 


The Lord Chancellor. 

The tidbit of tho administration from ! 
the financial point of view is the lord chan- 
cellorship. The wilury attached to tho office 
is £10.01)0 — £4,000 as speaker of the house 
of lords and £0,000 as lord chancellor. In 
point of precedence it is also tho highest 
oilice in tiie government. The lord high 
chancellor of Great Britain takes prece- 
dence of every other subject of the queen, 
except the royal dukes and the archbishop 
of Canterbury. The first lord of the treas- 
ury — who is usually tho head of tiie guv- 
ernmont — so far from being in point of 
precedence the first in tho cabinet is near- 
ly half way down. So that at a ceremonial 
function Mr. Gladstone, when premier, 
would have had to walk behind five or six 
men whom he had appointed to cabinet 
offices and whom ho could in effect dis- 
miss. 

Tho lord chancellor's office is also tho 
oldest iu tiie government. It dates back 
to the timo of Edward tho Confessor. Tho 
lord chancellor Is besides, as head of tho 
chancery division of tiie supreme court of 
judicature, the highest judicial officer in 
tho land. As speaker of tho house of lords 
he presides over that house when it is sit- 
ting either us a judicial or us a legislative 
body. It is his duty to appoint all jus- 
tices of tiie peace, and lie is supposed to 
exercise a general guardianship over in- 
fants, lunatics and idiots. He lias at his 
disposal an immense amount of church ; 
patronage and legal patronage, and Anal- 
ly, ho is lord keeper of the grout seal, 
und a member of tho cabinet. — Chambers’ 
Journal.

MAYOR COBH WITHDRAWS. 

The announcement of the withdrawal of 
Mayor Cobb as a candidate for Congress 
has rendered Senator Sprague’s nomina- 
tion a certainty, and has put an end to 
what might have been a close and unpleas- 
ant contest. Mayor Cobb was considered 
the strongest rival Mr. Sprague had, and 
his friends claimed to have assurances of 
support from the rest of the district suffi- 
cient to give him the lead in the contest. 

But when confronted by a serious illness 
and the orders of his physician to give up 
active work for a time and go to a more 
favorable climate, Mr. Cobb decided to 
w ithdraw from a contest to which he could 
not give his personal attention, and give up 
w hatever chance he might have had. 

He w T as the more inclined to do this, as 
he had found that he could not absolutely 
rely upon the representations made to him 
by those who had persuaded him to be- 
come a candidate. He would never have 
engaged in the tight had he not been as- 
sured that he would have the united sup- 
port of Newton, but his friends found that 
that was impossible. Old contests were 
still remembered, when candidates from 
other sections had been defeated because 
of the opposition from this part of the city, 
and the old story of Newton going to the 
convention with a divided delegation would 
have been repeated. When Mr. Cobb dis- 
covered this he would have withdrawn for 
the sake of harmony, but for the persua- 
sion of his friends and his feeling of loyal- 
ty to them. When his illness came it 
gave him an opportunity to carry out his 
plan of trying to harmonize the party in 
Newton, and to make it possible in a 
future campaign for some New ton man to 
go before the convention with the whole 
city behind him, and to rescue Newton 
from the rather ridiculous situation it has 
occupied in the past, through having so 
many ambitious party leaders. 

His act is in the highest degree patriotic, 
and will be commended by all who have 
felt it their duty in the present campaign 
to oppose his candidacy. It establishes a 
claim upon them which they will gladly re- 
pay in the future, should Mayor Cobb be 
again a candidate. 

This leaves the field clear for Senator 
Sprague, and gives Newton a chance to 
now send a united delegation, and to re- 
gain the iniluence it ought to have in the 
district. But the caucuses will have to be 
sharply looked after, to secure such a de- 
sirable result, and every voter should feel 
it his duty to attend. 

Dr. Niles, who was sent to the state 
senate by the A. P. A. of Watertown, is in 
the field for the nomination, and in several 
of the Newton wards there are enough A.P. 
A. men to capture the caucuses, if there is 
only the usual slim attendance. The order 
has every man turn out, and so they have 
more influence at the caucuses than their 
numbers warrant. Republicans who de- 
sire to see this district worthily repre- 
sented should not be absent from the cau- 
cuses, and the list of delegates should be 
carefully studied, and their position made 
known before the votes are taken. 

The report that the high school will oc- 
cupy the whole of the new Pierce school 
building, in West Newton, will probably 
call out a good deal of remonstrance from 
the people in that district, but it is difficult 
to see what else could have been done, 
without interfering seriously with the 
school work. To have the classes scat- 
tered all over Newtonville, as was at first 
talked of, would have been inconvenient 
for both teachers and pupils, ami such an 
arrangement was in the nature of u last 
resort. The old Pierce building will have 
to he used for another year, however much 
this is to be regretted. The location in 
West Newton will be more convenient for 
all pupils on this side of the city, outside 
of Newtonville, and the pupils on the 
south side will probably begiveu transfers, 
so that the wist of reaching the school will 
not bo increased. 

•Some people claim that the imports of 
gold that are now rushing into this country 
are merely u political dodge, but whether 
this is true or not, it is having a good effect 
upon business, and many factories thut 
have been closed are reported to he starting 
up on full time. The campaign funds 
could not be used in a way thut would be 
of more advantage to the country, and 
when it is seen how easily the great hank" 
iug firms cun keep up the gold hulauco in 
the treasury, probably Congress may find 
some way to regulate the mutter. The im- 
mense crops thut ure reported from all 
parts of this country will be needed abroad, 
uud it will take gold to pay for them, and 
many of our manufacturers are finding a 
foreign market for their goods, which is 
ulso a help in the suiue direction. 

No ue w theories ever make headwuy 
among tlie rock-ribbed voters of Vermont, 
uud Republicans uud Democrats ulike seem 


to have voted the Republican ticket on j 
Monday. The great victory is encouraging 
for the cause of sound money, hut too ^ 
much reliance should not he placed upon 
it. The result is good as far as it goes, hut | 
Vermont Is a small state ami as little given I 
to change as any state in the union. Sound 
money has won in the first skirmish, but , 
the real bat tle is yet to conic. 

Congiii an Dr aim.r writes to the ! 
Gh a p Hie that he has not gone to Europe, j 
hut has been attending to business in the 
midst of Hopednle malaria, but he expects 
to preside at the Republican State Conven- 
tion and there define his position on the 
issues of the campaign. As he is to preside, 
we suppose iie is now to be counted with 
the sound money men, in spite of his rather 
careless utterances last spring. 

The tax rate is promised for next week 
and guesses on the amount are now in 
order. A great increase in valuation has 
been found but the rate is not expected to 
fall short of fifteen dollars and if it is not 
over that many will be pleasantly disap- 
pointed. 

Next Monday night the regular meet- 
ings of the city council will begin, and the 
members will he so refreshed from their 
summer vacation that they will doubtless 
be willing to have midnight sessions every 
week. 

The Boston Hf.hald’s bicycle parade,— 
well, we intended to say something about 
it, but the general impression is thut the 
Herald said enough for all the New Eng- 
land papers. 

Mayor Cobb’s Withdrawal. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: — 

The withdrawal of Mayor Cobb from the 
eongresssonal contest in this district was a 
surprise to his many friends and support- 
ers, who had confidently relied upon his 
nomination by the convention and his elec- 
tion at the polls. 

The contest between the four candidates 
for the honor of representing this district, 
involved great labor and a constant strain, 
and Mayor Cobb was unfortunate enough 
to be taken sick and be unable to give 
thought or attention to the work just at 
the time when his personal presence and 
guiding power were most needed in the 
canvass. 

His physician insisted that in his present 
state of heulth he must not longer continue 
the anxieties and perplexities of a political 
campaign, and following the advice of his 
physician he withdrew from the contest. 
This action on the part of Mayor Cobb 
should insure the nomination of Senator 
Sprague to Congress and the citizens of 
Newton should unite in sending a solid 
delegation to support him in the conven- 
tion. The rivalry in the caucuses between 
Senator Sprague, who is unquestionably 
the best candidate left in the field to repre- 
sent the district in congress, and Senator 
Niles the A.P. A. candidate, will be veiv 
sharp, and now that Mr. Cobb has retired, 
every citizen of Newton desirous of the 
nomination of Mr. Sprague, should be 
present at the caucuses and send Sprague 
delegates to the convention. Remember a 
nomination this year is equal to an election, 
hence the caucus is the important place 
for the voters to do their work that the 
nominee of the convention may be strictly 
the choice of the people. 

The retirement of Mayor Cobb from the 
congressional contest should insure his 
continuance in the office of mayor for an- 
other year. The great work, which E go- 
ing forward in the city, involving large ex- 
penditures of money, most of which work 
will be completed ’next year, requires the 
presence in the office of mayor of one 
whose business and financial ability is 
equal to the occasion, and Mr. Cobb can 
undoubtedly be prevailed upon to accept a 
re-nomination. Justice. 

AN APPEaT FROM THE SOUTH. 


MAYOR COBB WITHDRAWS. 

HEALTH WILL NOT PERMIT HIM TO ENTER | 
CONTEST FOR CONGRESS. 

The Hon. Henry E. Cobh, mayor of New- 
ton, has withdrawn as a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Congress in the 
11 th district. Ills withdrawal was an- 
nounced Wednesday. 

At No. 4f> Milk street, Boston, Mr. Cobb’s 
headquarters, a reporter found Mr. F. W. 
Sprague, Mr. Cobb’s manager. 

“Yes, Mr. Cobb has withdrawn,” he 
said. “He is a very sick man, and his 
physician has told him that if he continues 
to he a candidate lie will not answer for 
the consequences. 

Mr. Cobb’s illness is the only reason for 
his withdrawal. His campaign was in 
good shape, and he had bright prospects of 
receiving the nomination. His withdrawal 
will be a groat disappointment to his 
friends, who have worked so zealously to 
advance his Interests.” 

Mr. Sprague was asked what the result 
of Mr. Cobb’s withdrawal will be. lie 
said, as he understands the situation, there 
are only two real candidates left, Charles 
F. Sprague of Brookline ami James 1’. 
Niles of Watertown. ITe has no doubt 
that Senator Sprague will get the nomina- 
tion. 

Mr. F. W. Sprague said that he notified 
Senator Sprague and Wilbur F. Powers of 
Ilyde Park of Mr. Cobb’s withdrawal. 
Mr. Powers is also a candidate, and it is 
supposed that he will control the delegates 
from Hyde Park and some of the other 
towns adjacent thereto. 

WHAT SENATOR SPRAGUE SAYS. 

The Hon. Charles F. Sprague was asked 
how he regarded the contest with Mayor 
Cobb out of it. 

‘‘I think I have a good chance of win- 
ning the nomination.” he replied. “I am 
confident that I shall carry the three Bos- 
ton wards in the district, and with Mayor 
Cobb out I am assured that the Newton 
delegates w ill be favorable to my nomina- 
tion. 

“In addition, I believe I shall carry most 
of the Norfolk county towns in the dis- 
trict. For obvious reasons 1 do not wish 
to particularize all the places in which my 
strength lies. That would be an advantage 
to my opponents. I will say, however, 
that the indications lead me to believe that 
1 shall win the nomination. 

“The contest is now between Senator 
Niles and myself. I concede Hyde Park to 
Wilbur F. Powers. Mr. Niles lias been in- 
dorsed by the advisory board of the A. P. 
A. and efforts are now being made to ob- 
tain the indorsement of the councils in the 
district. He is an out and out A. P. A. 
candidate. I have never had any trouble 
with this organization. Its members have 
voted for me when a candidate for the 
Senate, and 1 don’t know that it has had 
reason to criticise my public acts. 

“I do not hesitate to say that I shall 
make an open fight against the A. P. A. 
They have come into this contest to op- 
pose me in favor of one of their members, 
and I propose to tell every one just what 
the issue is.

Alleged Highwayman Held. 

In the police court before Judge Ken- 
nedy Thursday morning Patrick Murray, 
John Finnerty and John McCarthy plead- 
ed guilty to the charge of robbing Hugh 
Kelly on Sunday, August 23. They were 
held for their appearance before the grand 
jury in 92000 bonds. McCarthy and 
Charles Halleran were charged with the 
Golls robbery lust Saturday but both plead- 
ed not guilty. Judge Kennedy heard tlie 
evidence and found probable cause for 
holding both men. Ilullerau was held in 
92000 bonds and McCarthy § 800 . The wit- 
nesses for the government were Staudish 
Golls, Sergt. Corey of the Brookline police 
and Officer Hailey. Halleran was arraigned 
lirst and denied the charges. He suid ufter 
tiie case had been tried, thut he could pro- 
duce witness to prove he was at some other 
place at the time of tlie robbery. He asked 
lor a continuance of the case, which was 
not granted. McCarthy claimed to have 
been at home at the time, and his father, 
mother and brother testified to that effect. 
Officer Hailey saw him about a mile and a 
quarter from his home ut the time tlie 
family said he returned home. McCarthy 
admitted this and suid lie returned shortly 
after seeing Officer Bailey. He was driven 
home in an express wagon, he said, and 
covered tlie ground in live minutes. A 
sister of John Finnerty also testified to see- 
ing McCurthy early in the evening. Mur- 
ray and Finnerty are quite young in their 
appearunce but are said to have unenviable 
reputations. Officer Tibbetts, who patrols 
Chestnut Hill, is credited witli the clever 
work of cupturing the prisoners, lie is a 
comparatively young officer and is worthy 
of considerable pruise for this excellent 
piece of detective work. He commenced 
working on the case shortly after tlie Kelly 
robbery and wus unaided until tiie time of 
tlie arrest.

Every building used wholly or iu part as a 
stable shall be provided with a water-tight pit 
or cellar for the storage of manure, suitably 
ventilated. 

When such water-tight pit or cellar is situated 
under the building, it shall he ventilated by a 
shaft not less than twelve inches square, car- 
ried two feet above the roof of the main 
building. 

Tim accumulation or storage of manure out- 
side of such pit or cellar is prohibited.

Communism in High Places. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Moorfield Storey’s address before the 
American Bar Association at Saratoga, 
Wednesday, merits more than a passing 
notice. It put upon public exhibition as 
never before the essential scandal of the 
“friendly” railway receivership, which has 
been of late so much favored by the United 
States courts, and which has helped to 
blacken the record of American railway 
management in the eyes of investors at 
home and abroad. 

Tiiis receiver, as Mr. Storey pointed out, 
is allied with and represents the interests 
of the debtor in the case, the stockholders, 
and is thus opposed to the interests of the 
creditors in whose behalf the receivership 
is or should be intended. The whole pro- 
ceeding has degenerated into a systema- 
tized attempt to hoodwink ami cheat the 
creditor. He is told up to the last minute 
by the managers or mis-munagers of the 
property that it is solvent and usually that 
it is on the high road to prosperity, and then 
under cover of this deceit the managers 
make oil, sometimes by night, to the near- 
est United States judge and reveal the 
actual condition of the property, uml have 
themselves appointed as the agents of the 
court to operate the road at enormous 
salaries. And then comes a firm and 
usually successful resistance to every at- 
tempt of the creditors to secure representa- 
tion in the management of the Insolvent 
property; and finally reorganization by 
some linn of bankers which stands in with 
the clique in control, in which the bond- 
holders are practically forced to take what 
they can get. Meantime, through the big 
salaries and expenses of the receivership, 
and the enormous profits exacted by the 
reorganizers, the property has been further 
stripped of its substance and passes back 
into the bands of the stockholders again 
(where it has really been all the time,* and 
the bondholders have been compelled to 
foot the major part of the bill. 

When we talk of the spirit of anarchy 
uud communism uud repudiation among 
the people at large, it would be well some- 
times to look nearer home. And if that 
spirit does exist, it will he able to point to 
some of its accusers for inspiring examples. 
Mr. Storey states only a fact when he says 
that to the reckless use of power by the 
niunugers of great corporations and by 
those who profit in their downfall, “we 
must attribute much of the discontent, the 
liutred of capital and capitalists, of cor- 
porations and their officers, which under- 
lies the movement which now excites our 
alarm.”

AXNI AL STATK DEMONSTRATION HELD 
AT WEST NEWTON. 

The annual State demonstration and pa- 
rade of the Grand United' Order of odd- 
fellow’s in Massachusetts took place Wed- 
nesday afternoon and evening in West 
Newton, in spite of the heavy showers. It 
was the means of bringing here the largest 
number of colored people that has ever 
been seen in this city. 

The Boston organizations brought w ith 
them a band of colored musicians, while 
the organizations from Haverhill brought 
along a drum corps composed of colored 
( )<ld Fellows’ sons. 

The threatening weather prevented the 
procession from being as large as antici- 
pated, and while it- did not proceed over 
tlie whole route, on account of the rain, it 
reflected credit upon the order. It began 
to rain here shortly after the procession 
started, and at the very moment the head 
reached City Hall, where Mayor Oobb 
stood under an American flag to review it. 
the heavy downpour completely drenched 
the men who were marching. Every man. 
how ever, stayed in the ranks. The down- 
pour continued during tlie whole of the 
march past before the mayor, and shortly 
ufter it caused the sudden dismissal of tlie 
parade. 

After proceeding a few blocks. Chief 
Marshal Roberson ordered a counter march 
and a return to the hall. 

Here the afternoon was spent, and tlie 
various musical organizations gave a con- 
ceit. 

At 5.45 the district convention was called 
to order by J. Henry Meakins of We>t 
Newton, after which George A. Busby, H. 
G. M.. of Worcester, was elected president : 
Wni. 11. Surrey of Plymouth Rock Lodge, 
PM 52, Boston, was elected clerk, and George 
Haywood of West Newton Lodge. ;*2o4, 
warden. 

The following committee on credentials 
was appointed : W. H. Robinson of Bos- 
ton, A. L. Asliport of Brockton, George 
Stevens of Salem,.!, li. Lewis of Worces- 
ter, J. L. Jackson of Haverhill. It was 
found thut s7 delegates were present. 

The claims of Lynn, Malden and Brock- 
ton were presented for the State demon- 
stration and parade next year, A ballot 
being taken, it was found that Brockton 
bad more than tw*»-thirds of the entire 
vote, and it was declared the place chosen.

Both branches of the city council met 
Tuesday evening after the summer vaca- 
tion, and transacted a large amount of 
business. 

In the board of aldermen President 
]>egen presided in the absence of Mayor 
Cobb, and all the members were present 
except Aldermen Noyes and Downs. 

A hearing was held on the laying out of 


ington street, but no one appeared. 

At the hearing on the so-called Langford 
road, the new street running from Wash- 
ington street near Adams to Pearl street, 
Mr. S. L. Powers appeared for S. ,1. Mas- 
ked, who owns the large estate on the 
corner of Washington and Adams streets, 
some four and one half acres, and said his 
client objected to the way the street was 
laid out through his property, cutting otT 
the Washington street frontage, the most 
valuable part of his estate. The street 
seemed to be laid out with the idea that all 
that was needed was to get a more direct 
way to City Hall, and possibly in the pres- 
ent condition of things this was the only 
thing to be considered. But the layout 
seemed to be unduly injurious to this pro- 
perty. There was an alternative route sug- 
gested, to come out through the Jackson 
land, and leaving a narrow strip five wide 
outside of Mr. Mask ell’s line, so that he 
could get no entrance to his property on 
that side, but he could not think this plan 
was seriously proposed. Mr. Maskell had 
paid large sewer taxes and large assess- 
ments and the layout seemed to injure him 
more than there was any necessity of its 
doing. 

Mr. Maskell said he had many griev- 
ances, the course of the brook had been 
changed so as to injure his land, many fine 
trees had been cut down, ami now it was 
proposed to destroy all his frontage, with 
no advantage to him. The hearing was 
then closed. 

These three jurors for the Superior 
court were drawn : Jeremiah ( ashman of 
Broadwav, Newtonville; Edmund E.

SADLY MOURNED. 

'I’lie first meeting of the school board 
since its adjournment for the summer re- 
cess was held in the Clatlin building nt 
Newtonville, Wednesday evening. Presi- 
dent Hollis presided in the absence of 
Mayor Cobb. The meeting was called to 
order at * • ’clock, with twelve members 
present. The desk occupied by Mrs. Abide 
K. Davis of Ward :t, who died August 1, 
was covered with a mass of roses, the 
tribute of her associates. 

Communications were received from tho 
city clerk, notifying the board of appropri- 
ations of $500 for tho removal of furniture 
from the old High school building, and 
84500 for furnishing tho new Pierce build- 
ing at West Newton. 

By the adoption of several orders the 
following appointments of teachers were 
made: Josephine M. West, unassigned, at 
a salary of $500; Amy II. Bakeman, assist- 
ant at the Williams, at a salary of $1520 ; 
Agnes E.Gornmn, first assistant at tho Wil- 
liams, at a salary of 8720; Grace M. Weed, 
assistant at the Williams, at a salary of 
$550; Blanche H. Chadwick and Mabel G. 
Folsom, teachers at the Clatlin, at a salary 
of $020 each; Georgia M. (Hines, first as- 
sistant at tho Franklin, at a salary of $720; 
S. Wood, a teacher at the Barnard, at a 
salary of $(>50; A. Edith Leeds, first assist- 
ant lit tho Barnard, at a salary of $750 ; 
Kate J. Duffy, assistant at the Hyde, at a 
salary of $550. 

The report of the finance committee 
showed the sohool expenses for the month 
of July to be $3809, and for the month of 
August $5255.42.

Funeral of William F. Slocum. 

Newton and especially Newtonvllle has 
seldom been so deeply stirred an it has been 
by the sudden death of Judge Slocum. 
The one thought iu that section of the city 
during the last few days has been of him, 
and tho value and beauty of his life and 
character. His ingrained truthfulness and 
unfaltering devotion to duty, which made 
his name a synonym for rectitude and 
stainless honor at the Suffolk bar, also 
made such a strong impression upon those, 
who have known him in his own city, that 
many gathered on Monday afternoon at 
the Central Congregational church to pay 
th dr respects to his memory.

Stiles, Edward YV. Green, Austin G. Sher- 
man, N. Henry Chadwick and James B. 
Taylor. The church was filled with 
people, all save his own pew, which w’as 
covered with fall flowers of which lie was 
specially fond. 

Many of the older members of the bar 
were iu attendance, together with others 
among whom were a number of younger 
law yers, who had studied in his office. No 
more touching tribute could have been 
paid than the presence of the servants, 
who for many years have been in his homo, 
and were among the most sincere mourn- 
ers, as well as also the attendants from the 
Boston office. 

As the casket was borne into the church 
the large audience arose ami remained 
standing iu reverent attitude, the organ 
playing tlie “Dead March in Saul.” Fol- 
lowing the clergymen and the heat ers were 
Mr. and Mrs. Winfield S. Slocum, the city 
solicitor of Newton, Judge and Mrs. Ed- 
ward T. Slocum of Pittsfield. Mass., and 
President William F. |Slocum, Jr., of 
Colorado, with Miss Agnes Slocum, daugh- 
ter of the city solicitor. Following the 
three sons wero Judge and Mrs. David A. 
I)epew r of New Jersey, and Oliver E. 
Slocum, :Esq., of Granville, Mass. Then 
came numerous other relatives and friends. 

The services were in charge of Rev. J. 
M. Dutton, who was assisted bv Dr. Henry 
J. Patrick. 

Judge Slocum was especially fond of the 
older hymns and those sung were the ones 
to which he had most often referred— New- 
man’s hymn, “Lead Kindly Light,” “Near- 
er My God to Thee,” and "Rock of Ages 
Cleft for me.” 

The principal address w as made by Dr. 
Patrick, who has known Mr. Slocum for 
nearly thirty years. It was a beautiful and 
sincere tribute of one earnest and good 
man spoken concerning another. He 
spoke of the great sorrow which had come 
to the city and specially to Newtonvllle; of 
the universal mourning, and the tribute of 
honor and high regard thut was paid to 
him on every side. Old and young alike, 
as he had met them since the accident, had 
all talked in the same manner of his virtues 
and noble character. He referred to his 
early home influences, and the pow er of 
his mother over his boyhood; his determi- 
nation to have an education ; his early suc- 
cess as a lawyer jn Worcester county, and 
his association with the leading men, who 
had been great powers in the state. With 
no self-seeking, he had possessed large in- 
fluence in public and private affairs. 

The secrets of this unusual power were 
found in his absolute integrity. No one 
ever entertained even a suspicion against 
his honor. During more than half a 
century of active business life, his integri- 
ty had been manifest to every one and the 
greatness of his life was found in his noble 
character. 

Then he mentioned his never failing 
courtesy ami kindness. He always had the 
courtly manners of a true gentleman. 
Children loved him and he was passionate- 
ly fond of them, often stooping to speak to 
them and his own grandchildren had no 
better or more intimate friend than their 
1 grandfather. His intensity of character 
came from his. strong affections, and his 
uncompromising loyalty to righteousness. 

He then spoke of his influence iu the 
church. He was an earnest, humble, 
reverent Christian gentleman. Always 
i faithful and ready to do more than his 
| share in every call to duty. For long years 
: to come he would live on in the communi- 
ty, and especially in the lives of his three 
' sons. 

Dr. Patrick in closing spoke of his own 
j personal love and respect for Judge 
| Slocum, and the tender regard that he and 
j all whom he met lmd for him. No nobler 
tribute could have been paid to any one 
; During the address the church w as so quiet 
that the slightest noise could have been 
1 heard in any part of it. 

Rev. Mr. Dutton then spoke of the life of 
Mr. Slocum us represented by three words, 
Father, Deacon and Judge. These were 
the names by which lie was known. He 
referred to the beautiful life in his home, 
of his love and devotion to his wife, who 
died eight years before, und whose memory 
he had cherished most tenderly and loyal- 
ly ever since. The loneliness of his home 
lmd been filled hy his unusual devotion to 
. books. lie purchased the latest works and 
read them with enthusiasm, and also w itli 
tho critical insight of a student and 
I scholar. He was continually studying 
some important question of the day and 
, that too, profoundly. He tilled his h«mie 
I life with gentleness and high ideals, and 
: no one ever entered his presence without 
i feeling encouragement ami a great up-lift. 

I Then he spoke of his power in the 
! church, and alter that of his devotion as a 
citizen to all causes thut interest great and 
! good men. He was always full of good 
; cheer and brightness, and never allowed 
I his own burdens and anxieties to trouble 
others. 

I As the large audience walked slowly by 
| the casket, the highest tribute wus seen in 
' tlie expressions of love and respect that 
j were Oil all faces. Tears were in tho eyes 
' of many and us the people moved out of 
the church some one was heard to say, “it 
is worth while to live to have such a tribute 
paid to one’s memory." And another re- 
marked, “Blit the best is thut it is all true.” 

The burial was at the Newton cemetery 
in tlie fumily lot, and just us the September 
sun was setting, he was laid to rest in this 
beautiful spot, loved, honored und respect- 
ed hy every one, because ho had lived a 
noble and true life.

OUR STREET RAILWAY SYSTEM. 

The street railway committee will have 
the endorsement of all who have to patron- 
ize the Newton street cars. In the orders 
adopted dividing Washington street be- 
tween the two rival railway systems. As 
the Graphic 1ms all along contended, the 
c irs should start from Xonantum Square, 
as that is the centre of the largest popula- 
tion in the city, and more people will be ac- 
commodated than by having any other start- 
ing point. One fare also should be paid fora 
passage to any part of Newton. The board 
of aldermen took this view of the case and 
therefore adopted orders granting the peti- 
tion of the south side roads for a location 
for one track on Washington street, to be 
operated in conjunction with the track of 
the road already there, giving a double 
track service between Newton and West 
Newton. The Newton Centre and Lower 
Falls cars are to start from Newton and 
run through without change, and the Up- 
per Falls cars are to run to Watertown 
without change, and a live cent fare is to be 
good for a passage from any one point in 
Newton to another. 

This will inaugurate the system of free 
transfers, but it will hardly be a hardship 
for the roads, as the distance to be covered 
will not in any case be over six miles. 

The traffic on Washington street is of 
course the most prolitable part of the busi- 
ness, and by giving all the roads an equal 
chance to secure it they are all treated 
alike, and there can be no cause for com- 
plaint. There is no reason why one road 
should be given a monopoly of this most 
profitable part of the city's business, to the 
inconvenience of the citizens, and this is 
the view evidently that the aldermen took 
of it. To require a change of cars to go 
from Newton to Newton Centre or to 
Lower Falls is something that the people 
would not put up with, after the tracks are 
depressed so that a continuous passage 
could be given. 

It will take time for the new arrange- 
ment to go into effect, as obviously nothing 
can be done until the bridges are built 
across the tracks and the widening of 
Washington street completed. But the 
roads can make all their arrangements for 
b jglnning the work at the earliest possible 
moment, and when the cars are running 
tlie people will feel that the great cost of 
widening the street lias not been entirely 
thrown away. 

The street railway committee may feel 
that they have the endorsement of all the 
citizens for their w’se action in this matter 
and that they can depend on the support 
of the Newton people if there should be 
any difficulty about carrying these orders 
into effect. If we can not get a revenue 
from the use of our streets by corporations 
we can at least see that they give the peo- 
ple ail the accommodation possible. 


SENATOR SPRAGUE AND THE 
VETERANS. 

An attempt has been made to injure 
Senator Sprague by Mr. Goward of Dor- 
chester, w in* claims that lie voted against 
a so-called Veteran’s Preference bill of 
18H5, and endeavors to prove from this that 
Senator Sprague is opposed to the best in- 
terests of the veterans, and should not be 
favored by them. In the light of all the 
circumstances it is a peculiarly unfair 
charge, iu u plain .statement of the case 
will show. 

Mr. Goward had a very loosely drawn 
bill introduced in 1890 which Senator 
Sprague and others opposed because it 
was plainly unconstitutional. But a 
majority of the legislators favored it and it 
went to the Governor and was vetoed by 
him on account of its unconstitutionality. 
Theu an effort was made to pass the bill 
over tlie Governor’s veto, und Senator 
Sprague again voted against it. In tlie fall 
of that year the Supreme court declared 
the bill unconstitutional ami thus sustained 
the action of Senator Sprague. He only 
did what any honest man should have 
done iu such a case, and he ought to receive 
praise for his action, unless we are to 
adopt the theory that a man should vote 
for any bill that he knows cun not pass, 
just us a cheap way of showing his friend- 
liness to a cause. This is what is done by 
some men, but Senator Sprague is too 
honest to follow such a policy. 

Lust year the parties interested iu the 
passage of this measure aud the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners by mutual agreement 
drew up a bill for which Senator Sprague 
voted. It is now on tlie Statute books, ami 
may he found iu Chapter fll7 of tlie Acts of 
I*!*). It is entitled “An Act Relative to 
the Public Service of the Commonwealth 
ami of tlie Cities uml Towns thereof ami 
the Employment of Veterans therein.’’ 
This statement will sufficiently prove that 
he bus never aeted otherwise thun as a 
true frieml of the veterans. 

Legislators should not favor measures 
w hich they believe to he wrong or uncon- 
stitutional simply for reason* of political 


expediency. We might call attention, in 
tills connection, to Senator Sprague's 
record as chairman of the Board of Park 
Commissioners of the City of Boston. 
While occupying that position he always 
Insisted that preference should be given to 
veterans applying for positions on the 
police force, and during his Incumbency 
no one was added to the force who had not 
been a veteran of the late war. This 
system was established before the Veter- 
an Preference law was put on the Statute 
hooks of the state. 


POLITICS AND THE PULPIT. 


/.ion s Herald lias published a symposium 
of opinions in respect to the duty of the 
minister of the Gospel in “The present un- 
usual presidential campaign." Ministers, 
politicians and a statesman or two have 
given their view s on tlie question. There 
is a great variety, of course. In the conclu- 
sions reached, some advocating the most 
inflammatory appeals, from Bishop Foss, 
and Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, 
up to tlie wiser utterances of Bishop Hunt- 
ington of central New York and President 
Harris of the Maine State College. 

Bishop Huntington holds that “a very 
scrupulous clergyman need not be ashamed 
to be officially neutral in a debate of which 
hardly one intelligent civilian can he said 
to understand the merits,” but, among 
other things:— 

It would do no harm to put congregations 
iu mind that all prohibitionists are not 
fanatics, all populists are not anarchists, 
all democrats are not destructionists, all 
republicans are not plutocrats or their 
stipendiaries. Perhaps a discreet sermon 
might be delivered with profit on the 
wickedness of political vituperation, cam- 
paign lying and election slanders and 
sneers, in every pulpit in the United States, 
between now and next November. A de- 
mand for integrity, honor, incorruptible- 
ness, brotherly kindness, care for tlie weak 
by tlie strong, in office-holders and office- 
seekers, is in place everywhere and always. 
The Hebrew prophets are examples for us 
of an uncompromising cry for veracity ami 
honesty, for fairness and independence at 
the caucus and the polls, for clean govern- 
ment, national and municipal. The voice 
cannot be too fearless or free. 

President Harris gives much the same 
advice by saying: 

“It is right for him to impress upon his 
congregation the duty of giving the issues 
of the campaign careful and unprejudiced 
study, of acting courageously. In accord- 
ance w ith their honest convictions, what- 
ever they may be, and without regard to 
personal interests, class sympathies, or 
party affiliations. I believe it would be 
unwise for a minister of tlie gospel, in li is 
public capacity, to advocate gold or free 
silver. Let the minister, and the layman 
also, be careful not to assume that his own 
section has all the truth. Tlie money 
problem is one of political economy, and 
until the minister has carefully studied his 
text books on political economy, and es- 
pecially the subjects of money and finance, 
and obtained— what few’ men have— a clear 
understanding of the w hole question, he 
would better not dogmatize.” 


Every voter who is interested in good 
government should attend tlie caucuses, as 
owing to Newton being a strong Republi- 
can city, and placed in strong Republican 
districts, it is in tlie caucuses that tlie se- 
lection of candidates is made, aud election 
day is useful merely to give a formal rati- | 
fication of tlie decision of tlie caucus. 
Every voter can make his influence felt in j 
the caucus, but lie is lost in tlie great ma- 
jority on election day.

The First Middlesex Senatorial District. 

The linn. Geo. A. Reed, of Framingham, 
was elected to flu* Massachusetts Senate 
from the Fourth Middlesex District in 181H 
and again in 18! VY 

The first year Objection was made that ho 
was an employee of the Boston and Albany 
R. R. corporation, which he 'had served as 
conductor for nearly twenty-five years. 

Ills legislative services, after his first 
election, w ere so gratifying to iris constitu- 
ents that in 18W, although his district was a 
close and usually democratic one, he was 
re-elected by a majority of more than lluo» 
the largest ever received by any candidate 
of either party in tlie district. This vote 
was tlie result of his record, not only as a 
legislator, but also as a prominent veteran 
soldier and honored citizen of his own 
town. 

During the last session of tlie Legislature 
*t w as often suggested that lie should be a 
candidate at the election of the present 
year. This plan Senator Reed did not en- 
courage, as tlie district lie represented had 
not previously elected anyone to a third 
term, although even longer terms were 
common in many other districts. 

in reply it was argued that the towns 
und cities composing tlie district were to 
be changed, and tlmt it would be for tlie 
advantage of tlie whole new’ district to be 
represented the first year by one w’lio was 
familiar witli the situation in all tlie towns, 
and especially so with tlie sentiments and 
wants of a majority of them. It was be- 
lieved that his marked influence in the 
Legislature would be for tlie advantage <»f 
all the towns in the first year of their asso- 
ciation, and that his election would be ac- 
cepted . throughout the new district as an 
act of courtesy, while the influence aud im- 
portance of the town of Framingham (next 
iu size to Newton) made tlie proposition an 
eminently proper and logical one. 

If the system of biennial elections should 
be adopted, the tendency will be to extend 
the term of service of legislators. For ex- 
ample, anyone elected this year, other than 
Senator Reed, would naturally in all fair- 
ness expect a re-election, thus milking a 
term of three years, which would he the 
term served by Senator lieed if elected this 
year, though in his case only one of these 
years would be as senator from the present 
new district, the two expired years having 
been as senator of the former Fourth Dis- 
trict. 

It is respectfully urged upon your atten- 
tion that the interests of the whole district 
will be served by a recognition of the ser- 
vices, personal popularity and common 
sensibility of Senator Reed, and by a re- 
gard for the wishes of so many of his for- 
mer constituents. 

This address is made as a statement of 
fact entitled to friendly consideration, and 
is not to be construed as a solicitation of 
votes or influence, although the matter 
will be presented to the various town and 
city committees aud to such delegates as 
may be elected to the coming senatorial 
convention.

Health of Newton. 

The Board of Health reports a death 
rate of 23.5)2 for August, an increase of 3 
per cent, over July, and of 5 per cent, over 
August of a year ago. Tiie greatest 
was among children under one year old, 21 
deaths being recorded. Of the others 5 
were over so, 3 between 70 and 80 years 
and 5 between GO and 70. Of the causes 10 
of the children died of cholera infantum, 
caused principally by the extreme hot 
weather. 

Ward Seven had the fewest deaths, only 
2 , as this ward is largely depopulated in 
summer Ward 3 lmd 14, Ward 2 had 0 , 
Ward l had s and Ward 5 had 1 ), while 
Ward G only had 5. • 

There were four cases of diphtheria re- 
ported during the month, two of scarlet 
fever, four of typhoid fever, and two of 
measles, but no deaths from any of these 
diseases.

FAMOUS TIMEPIECES. 

CLOCKS OF STRANGE MECHANISM 
AND CONST TACTION. 

Many Curious Tilin' Mramirurti — Geneva 
Mechanic* Have Done Smn* Wnnilurfnl 
Work There Are Seven Million, of 
Clock. In the United Staten. 

| While thero are 7,000,000 clocks In tho 
United Suites and probably ten times that 1 
number In tho world, thorn are Some clocks , 
which, because of their peculiar working, 
attract much attention. Tho first com* ; 

I ploto clock known was mado In the tldr- : 
teenth century by a Saracen mechnnlo. 
King Alfred in 8S7 measured timo by wax 
tapers. Tho escapement was lnvonted 
about tho year 1000 by oerbort. Tho first 
accurate clock was set up at Hampton 
: court in 1540, marked hy its maker *‘N. | 
O. ” Tho first astronomical clock was 
I made nlxiut 1500. 

I Clocks were first illuminated, so that 
tho hour could lie read at night, In 1820, 
and the first of this kind was placed In St. 
Bride’s, London, In that year. Clocks 
wore first synchronized by Messrs. Barraiul 
& Lund so that they could lie regulated by 
an electric wire from a standard clock, and j 
In November, 1878, they put into operation ! 
in London an electric circuit of 108 clocks, j 
; The first clock regulated by u pendulum j 
i was made in 1030 by the son of Galilei, 
j Richard Harris placed a clock of this kind j 
in St. Paul’s iu 1041, and Christian Huy- ! 
gens made good ones previous to 1058. Tho | 
first clock to strike the hour was placod in I 
Westminster in 1308. 

I A curious timepiece was the ono John 
Harrison of Foulby, England, made iu 
I 1715. Harrison was an early expert, and i 
j won a rownrd of $100,000 offered by the 
board of longitude for a method of dotcr- | 
mining the longitude at sea. This clock j 
was uot like the others, for it wns mado

When filled with liquid, a small 
metal turtle floating in the center regu- 
larly pointed to the hours. The explana- 
tion is that a magnetized disk traveled 
about the cirele under the water, and tho 
turtle, with its small needle concealed l>o- 
neath its body, was attracted steadily by 
the disk and followed it ubout. 
i Among the remarkable clocks are those 
which run an unusually long time. Herr 
Noll, a machanic of Berlangcr, Germany, 
constructed a clock wararnted to run 9,000 
years without winding, it is said. Mr. 
D. L. Goff, in this country, has in his hall 
an old fashioned clock which, so long as 
the house is occupied, never runs down. 
Whenever the front door is opened or 
closed, tho winding arrangement connect- 
ed hy gears with tho clock is given a turn, 
so that every’ jjorson entering tho house 
aids iu keeping it going, 
j Mr. T. G. Farron of Fresno, Cal., in- 
vented n clock tho only motive power of 
which, he alleges, Is tho gravitation of the 
earth, uml it requires no winding. This 
clock consists of a plute glass dial suspend- 
ed from the ceiling, and all the parts of it 
visible ugp the two hands, tho pivot on 
which they swing and the dial. In 1840 
Mr. J. Smith of Leeds, England, made a 
clock the solo motor of which was eloc- 
i tricity. He lived to seo this clock go for 
60 years. There is a clock in tho Church 
of St. Quentin, Mayuuce, which is said to 
have stopped only once during u period of 
600 years. 

Clocks are now constructed to ruu live 
i years with one winding up. In 1881 tho 
Belgian government placed one of theso in 
a railway station and seeded it with tho 
government seal. It Is said to have kept 
admirable time, having been only twice 
l wound — in 1880 and 1891. 

There is a certain olook which has a siu- 
■ glo hand, and it was never intended that 
it should have the regular complement. It 
is an old one standing in the courtyard of 
the pulucc at Versailles and It culled 
L’Horloge de la Mort du Roi. It contains 
no works, but consists merely of* a face in 
I the form of a sun surrounded hy rays. On 
tho death of u king the hand was set to tho 
moment of his demise and remained unal- 
tered till his successor luul jolnod him in 
the grave. The custom originated under 
Louis XIII uud continued until the revo- 
lution. It was revived on the death of 
j Louis XY11, and the huiul continues to 
this day fixed on the precise moment of 
that monarch's death. 

A mechanic of Geneva in the last cen- 
tury constructed u truly remarkable clock. 
It had figures of a negro, a dog uud a 
shepherd. Wiieu the eloek struck, tho 
sheplienl played six airs on his lluto aud 
the dog approached and fawned upon him. 
When exhibited to theking of Spain hy its 
maker, Bros, the king, at his request, took 
an upplo from the shepherd’s basket. Tho 
dog harked and started the king’s dug 
barking also. — New York Journal.

ROBERT BURNS A NOM DE PLUME. 

Tlie Habit Among Authors of nUgnlfllnff 
tlm It cut Name. 

Almost every writer at the beginning of 
his career knows a trepidation and timid- 
ity that make him glad to hide behind a 
sobriquet, or, as tho French usually cull 
them, noma do guerre. It might Ito 
thought that those an* chosen haphazard. 
Though this may bo so ill some cases, it Is 
Usually otherwise. As much thought Is 
often expended In their construction as 
was over devoted to tho title of a book. 
Some adopt a nom do plume lwcause of | 
Innate modesty; others through moral 
fear of tho public and critics.aYet a larger 
class find a satisfaction in writing over a 
name more suggestive, It may ho, or ro- ! 
inantio than tho original family namo. ! 
Sometimes tho stylo and kind of work ; 
done by an author suggests or decides the j 
pseudonym, wldlo In the groat majority of ! 
cases simply that of a euphonious or fatiel- j 
ful name In desired. 

Tho simplest form — and theso constitute 
a goodly number — consists of tho initials 
of tho author's real name, such as L. E. j 
L. (Letltla Elizabeth Latulon); G. A. S. | 
(George Augustus Sala) and B. (tho late 
Lord Brnm well), or som# transposition of | 
tho real name, such as Dalmooand (used ! 
by Oeorgo Macdonald) and Draw, which 
is simply Ward writtqn backward. As 
another example might De mentioned the 
famous prima donna Mine. T re belli, whoso 
real namo was Gillebort, her nom do the- 
atro being her surnamo spelled backward, 
with the initial “G” omitted. 

It has ltccn a favorite fancy with authors 
to assume fictitious names upon tho in- 
itials of thoir own. Thus, Annie Bronto 
wrote as Acton Boll, Charlotte Bronto 
as Currer Bell aud Emily Bronte ns El- 
lis Boll. In all tho wide field of liter- 
ature can threo other such illustrious 
names be found belonging to ono family? 
It Is a scarcely known fact that Robert 
BuruB was a nom do plume, tho Scotch 
poet’s name being Robert Bttrness, but it 
has by right of usage become tho family 
name, us In tho caso of Sir Henry Irving 
aud Henry M. Stanley. 

It is not unusual for lady writers who 
desire to cultivate a masculine stylo of 
writing, and who feel that a good nioscu- 1 
line namo would enrry conviction, to adopt 
names of tho opposite sox. Mrs. Honry I 
Wood usod to write as Johnny Ludlow. I 
Mrs. Cross immortalized herself as George 
Eliot. Mmo. Dudevant, who was no mean ! 
factor iu tho literary and social circles 
of tho last century, as George Sand and 
Mrs. Stannard, who delights tho reading 
world with bright military tales, as John 
Struugo Winter. — Philadelphia Times. 


EVER VICTORIOUS ARMY. 

A Foreign Legion Organized by an Amer- 
ican Sailor In China. 

With a spirit of liberality and quick dis- 
cernment little characteristic of his coun- 
trymen LI Hung Chang early recognized 
the fact that the methods and weapons of 
Chinese warfare were antiquated and ill 
suited to tho work in hand, and ho wel- 
comed the opportunity afforded by his stay 
at Shanghai to introduce into the cam- 
paign modern military appliances. A for- 
eign legion, enlisted from tho unemployed 
anil adventurous Europeans who frequent- 
ed that port, was admitted into tho Chi- 
nese army under tho command of an 
American sailor named Ward, and whioh, 
on account of its brilliant successes, nml 
following tho Chineso practice of adopting 
high sounding titles, was called tho “over 
victorious army.” Ward, after a thorough 
organization of his foreign contingent and 
a series of triumphs over tho rebels, wne 
killed in an assault upon the enemy, and 
the command of tho corps devolved upon 
Colonel Gordon, who* was detached from 
tho British army for that purpose. 

This foroign confclivent wus the most 
trustworthy ally of th®Jhineso generals in 
tho suppression of tho great rebellion, and 
much fame has justly come to Gordon for 
the part ho boro in the contest. But there 
is a general disposition ou the part of Brit- 
ish writers to belittle the services and 
smirch tho reputation of tho American, 
Ward, who is always styled by them an 
adventurer. How ho differed from Gor- 
don iu that respect is not apparent But 
certain it is that ho is entitled to the credit 
of huviug displayed marked military abil- 
ity both in organizing his forces aud in 
leading them in battle, and ho demonstrat- 
ed the wisdom of the Chinese commander 
in enlisting the corps and its utility ns a j 
means of putting down tho roltelllon. No 
greater indorsement of his military genius 
could have been given than by Gordon 
himself iu adopting his organization and 
following his methods to the smallest de- 
tails. — John W. Foster iu Century.

Daniel J. Gallagher, secretary of tiie 
Democratic Ward and City Committee 
called the rally to order, and after review 
ing the purposes of tiie club, introduced 
Mr. William II. Baker of Newtonville as 
chairman of the evening as a Republican 
who had seen a new light. 

Mr. Baker introduced Robert Treat 
Paine, Jr. 

Mr. Paine spoke in part as follows: “Our 
opponents accuse us of aiming for a 5.3-cent 
dollar. We are not, but we accuse them 
of giving us a 200-cent dollar, which is 
crippling trade. 

“The fall of prices is one of the chief 
evils of the gold standard. A funner can- 
not with profit borrow 17,000 bushels of 
wheat to plant a farm with, and 20 years 
later pay back 19,000 more with interest. 

"The old relation between gold and 
silver has fallen out of joint. Is it advisa- 
ble to replace it? Bourke Cockran does 
not know history when lie defies all the 
governments in the world to change the 
value of gold, and char i cterizes the metal 
as a yard stick with intrinsic value. 

France held the two metals together for 
70 years despite tiie enormous difference in 
production. 

“Silver bus fallen but only in reference 
to gold, not to commodities. We cannot 
go on the existing basis. If we are to 
maintain it we must have §400,000,000 to 
§500,000,000 more.” 

Judge Joseph A. Slauker of Chicago was 
next introduced. “It is unfortunate,” he 
said, “that we must educate the bankers 
on tiie question of bimetallism. We stand 
on the side of purely economical questions, 
wiping out all harriers of parties and con- 
ditions. 

“Money, like a bushel of wheat, or any 
other thing we produce, is only a commodi- 
ty, but it is taken as a measure of exchange 
value of all other commodities. 

“Unfortunately money after a long term 
of years has fallen into the hands of men 
who use it to oppress. There is admitted- 
ly something wrong with labor, although 
all will not agree with us as to the cause. 

“Take from civilization all that lias been 
made by the labor of the poor and what re- 
mains, a state of savagery. We are stand- 
ing here today making our appeal in behalf 
of tiie poor, and incidentally l might say 
that that is what's the matter with Hanna. 

“Our western farmers are earnest, in- 
dustrious, hospitable and kind. They wish 
to reach their few enemies by legitimate 
legislation, is it possible that hi a popula- 
tion of 70,000,0uo nothing is due to half that 
population? Is it possible that .‘15,000, (KM) 
of men have no right to lift their voices in 
protest. 

“Over production has not, as Mr. Mc- 
Kinley says, accounted for the fall in the 
price of wheat and cotton. Prices measured 
in silver today are approximately the same 
as in 1873. The money of the people bus 
been silver. 

“Every obligation of the men, who have 
fastened the gold standard upon us, lias 
been made payable to them in gold. Eng- 
land is a creditor nation, with respect to 
money alone, and a debtor in respect to 
commodities. Putting us on a basis of the 
people's money, silver, tiie people are be- 
ing paid in silver. By the demonetization 
of sliver England or any creditor nation is 
in a position always to get the best of the 
bargain. 

“We being a debtor nation in respect to 
money, are thus in the hands of our credi- 
tor, who makes his own price on our 
product and pushes labor down."

j To the EUitor of the Graphic: — 

Doubtless, it would be regarded as an 
attempt to belittle an evidently good work 
i to offer anything in the way of criticism 
anent the Salvation Array. It has been 
discovered that it has a mission and Chris- 
! tian men and women everywhere, having 
freed themselves from the prejudices which 
the strangeness of the religions movement 
it represents excited when first introduced 
in this country, commend its efforts in the 
way of reaching those apart from the in- 
fluence of the church. 

It has been “in the slums” that the red- 
coated warriors have labored with the 
greatest degree of success; in communities 
of great population, rather than in places 
where the immoral tendency is kept sub- 
servient through the power of church, 
home and clean government. 

It is difficult to understand, then, the 
particular line of work to be followed in 
Newton. One would not surely have the 
temerity to insinuate that Charlesbank 
road and the vicinity came under the classi- 
fication of the slums, or that its residents 
were particularly in need of demonstrative 
religion. A* a matter of fact, tin* local 
corps has brought into a quiet neighbor- 
hood many objectionable features, notably 
a motley crowd, not exactly New tonian in 
make-up, and a confusion of discordant 
sounds through the advent of the bass 
drum, tlie latter calculated to defv tlie 
best-know n sleeping, potion. The bass 
drum is kept “on tlie tap” even into the 
late hours of the night, and is regarded as 
an unmitigated nuisance. It ha> been 
tabood in many localities, but it has a free 
license here, the mayor, w ho once resided 
on Uharlesbank road, then Nonuntum 
street of historic memories, having granted 
a permit for its use by Gen. Booth's sol- 
diers. That settles it, the police having no 
authority to interfere, the mayor, unfor- 
tunately. being virtually head of the de- 
partment. Referring to it as unfortunate, 
it is not intended ti cast any reflections up- 
on the executive. but to state what is ac- 
knowledged to be a fact— that it i> unwise 
to place tlie control of the police depart- 
ment in tlie hands of the mayor and police 
committee. It alw ays brings about a com- 
plex state of affairs in matters of manage- 
ment.

With am attendance that equtled that of j 
Inst year the public ami private schools 
throughout tin* Newtons reopened Monday 
morning. The principal gain in the num- 
ber enrolled at the public schools is at 
Newton Upper Falls, Newton Highlands 
ami Newton Centre. The gain was entire- 
ly in the grammar and primary depart- 
ments. At the High school there was a 
short falling otT on account of the incon- 
veniences to which the High school pupils 
are subjected. 

During the construction of the new $ 200 ,- 
000 school building at Newtonville, the 
High school pupils are being accommodat- 
ed in the Pierce grammar school building 
at West Newton. The laboratory and 
physical culrure courses will necessarily be 
curtailed on account of the lack of room, 
but every arrangement has been made for 
the comfort of the scholnrs. and to secure 
the least possible interruption to the work 
of the school. 

The school board has arranged with the 
Newton A Boston, the Commonwealth 
avenue ana the Newton A* Wellesley street 
railway comnnnies to carry pupils at the 
High school from Newton Highlands, New- 
ton Centre and Upper Falls to West New- 
ton for a single fare without transfer. 

The old Lincoln school building, which 
has been denounced by the Ward 1 com- 
mittee of the school board as unsanitary, 
will probably be closed pending repairs by 
the public property committee. 

The Jackson schoolhouse at Xonantum 
has been thoroughly repaired ami renovat- 
ed during the vacation season, and is now 
declared to be in a satisfactory condition. 

Few changes have been made in the 
teaching staff of the schools. The new 
kindergarten, started in the spring at 
Thompsonville, will be continued, and 
there will be no curtailment of expendi- 
tures in this department. 

The masters of all the grammar and 
nigh schools have been reappointed. Miss 
Jennie E. Ireson, superintendent of physi- 
cal culture for girls, nus gone to Japan on 
a six months’ leave of absence. 

The following new appointments of 
teachers have been made : Josephine M. 
West, unassigned; Amy H. Bakeman, 
Williams school : Agnes E. Gorman. Wil- 
liams; Grace M. Mead, Williams; Blanche 
II. Chadwick and Mabel G. Folsom, Claflin ; 
Georgia M. Glines, Franklin; iS. Wood, 
Barnard ; A. Edith Leeds, Barnard ; Kate 
J. Duffy. Hyde. 

The High school opened with about 550 
scholars, though the exact figures could not 
be obtained, owing to the unsettled condi- 
tion of the classes. 

At the Bigelow school there are 269 
scholars in attendance. Thirty-nine of 
these are in the primary department. 

The Lincoln school on Thornton street 
opened with the same number sis last 
year, 51. 

The Clatlin school at Newtonville is well 
filled by Jos scholars, which number is con- 
siderably less than that of last year. The 
primary department is held in the Clatlin 
building and is attended by 24 pupils. 

A visit to the schools at Newton Centre 
found the attendance as follows : Mason, 
320; Rice,2r>0; Thompsonville, 1 00 ; <>ak Hill. 
33. These schools are comfortably filled 
and in excellent working order. 

At the Hyde school, Newton Highlands, 
there is said to be a slight gain and the at- 
tendance is estimated at .’550. 

A noticeable increase is shown by the 
ugures given at the Wade school. In the 
grammar and primary there are 230 pupils 
and 33 in the kindergarten. The latter de- 
partment and part of the primary classes 
are in an adjoining building, so that neither 
building is more than comfortably filled. 

The Williams school at Aubttrndale is at- 
tended by 344 scholars, and the kindergar- 
ten at Auburn hall includes ">o children. 

The West Newton schools are well at- 
tended as the following figures will show: 
Pierce. 2*1 ; Davis, 183; Franklin, 213; Bar- 
nurd, 158; total *09. 

At the new Adams school at Newtonville 
there are 139 scholars in attendance. 


The Democratic caucuses were held in 
the different wards last Friday night, and 
in Wards Three and Four not a single 
voter put in an appearance, either because 
they did not know of the meeting or be- 
cause they all intend to vote a straight lie- 
publican ticket this year, and so be in the 
swim.

Col. I). W. Karqtihar of the staff of the 
late Gov. Greenhalge, is a great lover of 
fly fishing. Ho had a piece of delightful 
sport at Rangeley lake the other day, and 
all the bettor because it was unexpected. 
Ills family has been summering at the 
Mountain View, Rangeley lake, and ho [ 
was called down there by the illness of his 
son. Fortunately he found the litt'o fel- 
low better. Borrowing a 3 I -2-ounce split 
bamboo of a friend, with a small reel ami 
line, and a few flies, tied on No. 8 hooks— 
tackle for small trout only— he hnd a guide 
row him over to Smith’s Cove. There lie 
met a friend, who was just on his way to 
South Bog stream. Mr. Earquhar asked 
his friend where he should fish. The 
friend suggested just beyond the lilypods, 
near the shore, where he had just caught a 
few good trout. 

The first cast Mr. Farquhor made he 
hooked a handsome trout, and soon had it 
in the net. The second cast was made as 
for trout, clearing the line with the left 
hand, and the flies went out about 40 feet. 
There was a mighty swirl, but the strike 
was too quick and tlio fish was not hooked. 

Again Mr. Farqulmr cast, dropping the 
fly. a yellow hackle, exactly on the same 
spot as before. There was a big splash, 
and the fish was hooked. The next instant 
the fellow was out of the water full length, 
and Mr. Farqulmr was greatly excited. 

The guide called out : “Salmon ! salmon ! 
Lookout!" The fight was a lively one, 
the salmon going through all the tactics 
known to that most gamy fish ; leaping free 
from the water, and then sulking to the 
bottom. 

The little rod, under skilful management, 
was master of the situation. The guide 
understood his business, and caught every 
inch that would bring the boat out into 
clear water. The struggle lasted over 
three-quarters of an hour, when Mr. 
Farquhur landed a (i l -2-pound landlocked 
salmon. The big fellow was taken on a 
little hook, the bend of which was scarce- 
ly more than one-fourth of an inch and the 
wire no bigger than a pin, with a small 
trout line not over 73 feet long, at the end 
of a 3 1-2-ounce rod. 

Mr. Fornuhar says that the strike, the 
leaping and the runs were all perfection, 
such as the land-locked salmon alone can 
give. He freely acknowledges that he was 
excited, but the excitement gave him the 
forethought und skill that is a part of the 
expert fly fisherman's action. Just the 
right nerve is always ready for the occa- 
sion. A single mistake, and the little 
hook, the little line, or the little rod would 
have succumbed, and the lordly fish would 
have escaped. 

Justly proud of his achievement, Mr. 
Farqulmr is showing the little fly— much 
worn ami frayed— to his friends. He has 
purchased a tract of shore land at Hunter's 
Cove, northwest shore of Rangeley lake, 
and will build a cottage there. Fortunate- 
ly for sportsmen, land can be purchased on 
the shores of a part of Rangeley lake, but 
everywhere else in the Rangeleys it can be 
had for camp lots only by lease.

With the mak- 
ing of these boulevards, and the reaching 
out of the electric service, to say nothing 
of the all-pervading bicycle, there is likely 
to be developed a new passion for the open 
air. The more we can live out-of-doors the 
better it is for nerves and lungs, and it 
should not take many years for the physi- 
cal and mental heuetit of tiie new habit to 
be clearly manifested. It is claimed that 
open car trips along the boulevard have 
given hosts of people the chance of testing 
tiie nickel’s capacity to give a treat that is 
entirely moral uml super-sensuous!

United States, but proceeds to state a few’ 
facts relative to the growth of Alexico’s 
material interests. This growth, he says, 
has been particularly marked since the 
closing of the Imliitn mints and tiie repeal 
of the Shermun silver law in the United 
States. Why such a result he thus ex- 
plains:— 

The consequent appreciation in the price 
of gold ami the increase in exchange be- 
tween Mexico and the gold standard coun- 
tries at once operated to reduce importa- 
tions ami stimulate home manufacturers. 
The added price of exchange was in effect 
an addition to tiie tariff. Tiie importer 
added to tiie original cost the duty and cost 
of exclmnge. Our cotton uud woolen mills 
already in operation were obliged to en- 
large tlieir capacity and new ones were es- 
tablished. Tiie number of operatives 
necessarily hud to be greatly increased. 

To show tiie falling off in tiie consump- 
tion of foreign merchandise, it may be said 
that the year prior to the increase of for- 
eign exchange on silver our customs collec- 
tions at tiie ports of entry amounted to 
£22,000,000. The next year they were .£14,- 
ooo.ooo. In the fiscal year ending in 1890 
our importations exceeded $52, 000 , 000 . in 
the fiscal year ending 1893 they were slight- 
ly in excess of $ 34 , 000 , 000 . On the other 
hand, our exportations increased. In lsoo- 
91 they amounted to $03,000,000, and in 
1*94-93 to $ 90 , 000 , 000 . There was nothing 
in tiie nature of a commercial panic conse- 
quent upon tiie sharp advance in silver ex- 
change. 

Considering free coinage in tiie light of 
its possible protective effects on tiie home 
market, what a mixture of views and 
policies the presidential canvass presents. 
Mr. Bryan, a free trader, Is fighting with 
ail his might in heualf of a policy calculat- 
ed in effect to enhance the protective tariff 
and encourage home manufactures — even 
at tiie expense of tiie national honor and 
credit; while Mr. .McKinley, an extreme 
protectionist, upholds the standard of a 
monetary policy which tends to smooth 
over the ways of foruigu commerce. Free 
sliver and free trade go together, say tiie 
gold protectionists. Free silver and pro- 
tection are one, say tiie bolting Republi- 
cans— uml l’resideut Diaz agrees with 
them. But Bryan is as mum as an oyster 
on tills point. lie refuses to discuss the 
tariff and is even loyal enough to his low 
tariff views to refrain from pointing out to 
disaffected Republicans the protective 
effects of the free silver policy.

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HIDE AND SEEK AT SEA. 

Torpedo Itnat Practice With Uncle Sam's 
Orcat White C! miser*. 

Mr. Ernest Infforsoll doserlhos "The 
Trlekeof Torpedo Ilonta” In St Nicholas. 
After tolling what the boats are llko and 
what they cun accomplish Mr. In^orsoH 
enys: "But to tnsuro all these flno results 
both ofTleers and men must lie taught how 
to manage and maneuver them to best nd 
Vnntage. ns well ns how to discharge tho 
torpedoes they carry. Constant drilling Is 
necessary, and lately one of these boats In 
our navy, tho Cushing (so suitably named 
nfter tho young hero of the civil war who 
destroyed the reliel ram Alliemarlo bv 
means of a rude torjiedo boat, one of tho 
first actually used), lias been attached to 
tho naval station at Newport, U. I., in or- 
der to curry on this practice. One set of 
officers and men nftcrunothor Is Instructed 
In handling bar and in the making nud 
firing of hor torpedoes, and they have 
plenty of fun along with tho schooling. 

"The headquarters of tills work is Gout 
island, which seimrates Newport harbor 
from the outer waters of Narrngnnsett bny. 

, "Thoro is a searchlight which commands 
tho harbor entrances and a wide circle of 
the bay. One or more warships are always 
there. Those searchlights also can be 
swung In any direction. Yet tho Cushing 
arrived one night and first announced hor- 
self by suddenly blowing her whistle with- 
in pistol shot of tho inner wharf of the Is- 
land — and It was not a dark night elthor. 
A few afternoons later she went down the 
bay and challenged every eye to be alert to 
see her return In tho evening. It was 
bright moonlight — a time in which no such 
boat would attempt a serious attack — yet 
Lieutenant Fletcher, the Cushing's com- 
mander, crept within a third of u mllo of 
tho shore before ho was detected. It would 
have pleased you to see her that night as 
sho enmo plainly into view — a long, low 
streak gliding silently and swiftly athwart 
the moonlit sea, rolling a silvery furrow 
back from her plowliko bow and seeming 
moro like somo great fish with its back 
fins out of water than any sort of steam- 
ship. 

But it is on dark and stormy nights that 
the practice Iwcomes exciting. Groups of 
officers stand upon tho rampart of Fort 
Wolcott or upon the hridgo of each moni- 
tor or cruiser and strain eyes and ears to 
obtain some inkling of the torpedo boat’s 
presenco, the long white beam of the elec- 
tric searchlight sweeping right and left, 
up and down, and every man gazing along 
the path it illuminates for some glimpse 
of the little enemy. A swing of tho beam 
southward brings out the grim walls and 
numerous cannon of Fort Adams, and 
6liow9 every yacht and fishing boat at an- 
chor inside of Bronton’s point. Tho main 
channel, the Dumplings, tho faraway 
shores of Conanicut island, Rose island and 
its ruined old fortifications, tho upper bay 
dotted with lazy sloops and schooners slip- 
ping down with tho tide, are revealed ono 
nfter another, as the powerful rays aro 
turned slowly westward and northward 
until at last they are shining again on tho 
Naval War College and Training school 
and on tho clustered shipping und wharves 
of the picturosquo old town. 


INDUSTRY OF BIRDS. 


ISLANDS OF THE PACIFIC. 

IrauKn Dnmrutln Custom* Among the In- 
habitants of tin* .South H#*n. 

The first missionaries found the Klngs- 
mill Island men wearing little or no cloth- 
ing and the women clad only in a short 
grass skirt. There was no marriage rite, 
though when a man and woman lived to- 
gether the relationship was respected. 
Children wore treated with kindness, but 
old ponplo met with but scant considera- 
tion. Fishing and canoe making were tho 
ohlof occupations of the men and mat- 
making tho principal employment of tho 
Women, as Is the case at the present day. 

Nowadays children, until they aro 6 
years of age, go about in a state of com- 
plete nudity, and for several years after- 
ward aro clad in exceedingly scant rai- 
ment. As they grow older they wear an 
article of dress called an areedy. This is 
made of grass or leaves cut into fine strips 
and tied to a string plaited from human 
hair and is worn very far down on the hips. 
A man may and often does wear a wom- 
an’s clothes, but a single man may not ar- 
my himself in the areedy of a married wo- 
man, for this is tabu. 

Children are constantly carried about by 
their mothers in a manner that can hardly 
fall to be very uncomfortable for a child. 
Tho mother raises it from the ground by 
ono hand and slings it on her side as 
though it were a sack of Hour. As tho 
child is lifted up it spreads out its legs and 
takes a firm grip of tho mother’s waist, 
holding on to her neck with its arms. If 
it lets go, it falls to the ground — a catas- 
trophe that causes tho mother no concern 
whatever. 

When a South sea island mother wishes 
to chastise her child, she seldom resorts to 
slapping, and slippers, of course, sho has 
none. Instead of using tho forms of pun- 
ishment customary among civilized moth- 
ers sho ptvlls tho child’s hair or bites some 
part of tho body, generally tho fleshy part 
of tho arm. In wandering about tho vil- 
lages ono sees many children having on 
their bodies scars produced by wounds in- 
flicted by their mothers’ teeth. When a 
mother wishes to caress her child, sho deft- 
ly draws her thumb across its eyebrow or 
cheek or gently seizes its cheek between 
her teeth. The rubbing of noses is also a 
mark of affection .among tho Klngsmill 
islanders, as it is among tho Maoris of New 
Zealand. — Chuutauqunn. 


Some of Them Build Throe Nests nnd Rear 
Three Families In the Summer. 

Birds aro tho most interesting of tho 
lower order creatures with which men have 
to deul, and they are also tho most indus- 
trious, though according to the ideas of 
some men their notions of industry aro 
6adly perverted. 

The English sparrow is an industrious 
bird, but its industry is not appreciated to 
any favorable extent save by naturalists 
who are not prejudiced. Tho English 
sparrow raises several broods of chicks ev- 
ery year, tho femalo beginning to build u 
new nest almost as soon its the young aro 
out of their shells, and leaving them to the- 
care of the male while sho hustles for u 
new location and new material for a nest. 

Many of tho minor birds build extra 
nests. The robins may sometimes be seen 
thoso days putting up a nest, having built 
one and got rid of » first brood. Black- 
birds are occasionally Industrious in this 
way, and tho warblers aro likewise good 
breeders. 

Tho little field sparrow and its cousin 
tho song chip lay eggs in tho spring and in 
summer, and their young are still under 
tuition in September. 

The woodcock, the ruffed grouse and oth- 
er largo birds sometimes build late nests ns 
well as early ones. Tho late broods aro 
probably those of birds whoso first lot of 
eggs was destroyed by a fox or somo other 
predatory animal. But tho early broods 
may bo safely ascribed to a young pair of 
birds, yearlings, who think the first pleas- 
ant day of springtime to bo a harbinger of 
many such days. 

Hawks and predatory birds are the pow- 
ers of bird society. They live by tho lives 
of the weaker birds. They aro aristocrats, 
almost ranking with the eagles and herons. 
Their children nro few but mighty, being 
princes of the air when young and becom- 
ing kings and queens before their parents 
die. — New York Sun. 

Where She Had Seen Him.

PASSING OF THE PIANO. 

Flat Life Has Relegated It to the Rear, 
and the Typewriter Succeeds. 

You can rent a piano in New York 
cheaper than you can rent a typewriter. 
Either there is a greater surplus of pinnns 
than usual or there is a marked falling off 
in tho demand. Maybe it is both. You 
can get a piano as low as $2 a month. A 
very good instrument can be had for $8. 
And these prices can be applied on the pur- 
chase of a new one. A typewriter— second- 
hand at that — will cost you #5 a month. 

Is there any significance in this? Have 
women begun to give up tho piano for the 
typewriter? The latter can lie bought now 
for from $85to$125, while the piano comes 
at from $5UU to $ 1,000. On the basis of 
the typewriter tho piano ought to rent for 
at least $25 a month. On the lutsis of the 
piano the typewriter ought to rent for 60 
cents a month. 

The piano has unquestionably met with 
sovere setbucks recently. Not only has the 
typewriter npuned a more useful field for 
young women than was before offered by 
tho piano, and consequently withdrawn 
many of tho sex from tho career ornamen- 
tal. It has been supplemented by the in- 
creasing mania for out of door sports. In- 
stead of sitting down and twisting a piano 
stool, as was tho custom of her sisterhood 
of a generation or so ago, the modern 
young woman mounts her wheel and takes 
a spin in the park and the risk of arrest 
for scorching on the Boulevard. Flat life 
is death to tho piano. Tho limited space 
forbids a musical instrument that en- 
croaches so materially on tho necessities of 
the family and which makes as much noise 
us a brass luiml. Besides the courts have 
interdicted the piano in fiat life. It lias 
boon legally decided u nuisance. Com- 
plaint any, where is immediately followed 
by suppression.

"On Sea and Laud." 

It is becoming so common to write (with 
or without quotation marks) "tho light 
that never was on land or sea, ” that it 
seems well to call attention to tho fact. 
One of tho most recent examples of tho 
risky haphazard reference is in Professor 
Saintsbury’s "Nineteenth Century Liter- 
ature, ’’ page 81. Speaking of Byron, Mr. 
Suintshury says, "The light is not that 
which never was on land or sen; it is that 
which is habitually just in front of tho 
stage.” This formidable antithesis need 
not meanwhile be discussed for the theory 
it embodies, but it may lie permissible to 
draw attention to the Wordsworth refer- 
ence. 

Professor Suintshury, it is true, does not 
profess to quote, but the allusion, no 
doubt, is to tho great line in thu "Elegiac 
Stanzas Suggested by u Picture. ” Land 
or sea” sounds more open, buoyant und 
free limit "sea or land,” but it luliors un- 
der t lie disadvantage of not being what the 
poet wrote. This is the quatrain (it is thu 
fourth in a poem of 15 such stanzas): 

Ahl Then, if mine hud heeutlio painter's liaml, 

To express what then Isuwiundudd tho 
gleam, 

Tho light that never was, on sea or land, 

Tho eonsooratiun, and thu poet's dream. 

Tho punctuation of thu famous lino 
should be uotod as a factor in deepening 
its significance. — Notes und Queries.

The unparalleled Republican victories in 
Maine and Vermont ought to encourage 
business men to cease whining about hard 
times, and to do something to bring about 
a better state of things. If each one would 
go to work and do what they can to restore 
confidence, the hard times would vanish 
and business would be nourishing. The 
recent hard times have not had any real ex- 
cuse for being, as there has been plenty of 
money, and people in Newton have been 
able to go away for the summer, even more 
generally than usual. Of course men here 
have followed the fashion and moaned 
over the hard times, but as far as can be 
seen neither they nor their families have 
had to practice any very radical economies, 
and now that vacation is over, every one 
should take a hopeful view' of the situation, 
and start in with a determination to make 
business good. What is true of Newton is 
more or less true of other places, and as a 
general rule people have been more scared 
than hurt by all the alleged depression of 
business. Of course there are some people 
who are so partizan in their feelings that 
they would rather see the country ruined 
if their opponents win, than to see it pros- 
per, but these men are neither good citizens 
nor patriots, and fortunately they are few' 
in number. The country is not going to 
ruin, no matter which side wins, but as all 
signs point tc* an overwhelming Republican 
victory, all the mill-owners, manufacturers, 
and members of corporations, who are said 
to be mostly of that party, have no excuse 
for longer refusing to start up the wheels 
of business once more.aml helping to bring 
about a reign of prosperity. Of course we 
shall have to hear calamity speeches. from 
political orators, and read of terrible 
things in political organs, until the end of 
the campaign, but such things are not in- 
tended to be taken seriously, ami it is only 
their way of trying to earn their wages. 
The great majority are not in politics and 
ought not to be affected by such things, and 
fortunately there are only a few weeks 
more in which these doleful prophets w ill 
be allowed to do their utmost to block the 
wheels of progress, merely for political j 
effect. 


One great danger that is threatened by 
the pres mt election is the reappearance of 
the discredited “bulldozing” of employes 
that is reported from different parts of the 
country by large corporations. They are 
compelled by more or less over threats to 
join a certain club or to take a certain part 
in this political campaign, and are given to 
understand that if they do not follow the 
advice of the corporation they work for 
they will be out of a job. The Australian 
ballot has put an end to the old fashioned 
form of terrorism where an employer 
could stund at the polls all day and 
watch to see what ticket his employes 
voted. Railroad companies especially 
seem to be active in this discreditable 
work, although there are some honorable 
exceptions. Hut wherever the practice ap- 
pears it ought to be frowned upon by ull 
good citizens. We are very indignant ut 
the bulldozing in the Southern states, 
which is no greater an interference with 
the rights of the individual voter than this 
practice that is reported from many states 
and especially from Ohio. Of course, when 
men are firm believers in the righteousness 
of any cause, it is only hu nan nuture to 
look leniently at any means that are used 
to advance that cause, and that is one rea- 
son why our politics are so corrupt. Hut 
to adopt means to coerce a man’s right to 
vote as his inclination dictates is a blow at 
the purity of our government thut will lead 
to the worst results. It is fully as bud as 
coercing him with a shotgun a> they do in 
the south. In the one case his life is 
threatened and in the other his means of 
living. It is rather surprising, neverthe- 
less, to liud men doing this who have for 
yeurs been so righteously indignant at 
Southern outrages, but it only shows thut 
human nature is the same, whether north 
or south of Mason’s and Dixon’s line. 


The Representative question iscausiugu 
good deal of interest this week, as there 
are three candidates in the field. Mr. John 
T. Langford is regarded us certain to he 
chosen for one representative, and the con- 
test comes between Aldermun L. E. G. 
Greene of Ward Two, and Mr. A. K. Hay- 
ward of Newton Highlands, secretary of 
the Newton Republican Club. The latter 
has refused to stuml until the present 
week, when the pressure of his friends 
became so strong thut he consented to ui- 
low the use of his name. Aldermun Greene 
bad an apt • l lout record in both 

branches of the city council, by his fearless 
and independent course, and his watchful- 
ness for the interests of the city, ami it 
will be u very wurm contest, and some say 
that the action of the Ward Seven contest 
w ill decide it, but it will be suler to wait 
until the votes ure counted, in any event 
Newton will be well represented ut the 
State House. It is urged thut two candi- 


dates from the north side of the city ought 
to he chosen this year, on account of the 
importance of securing some notion on the 
Improvement of Charles River, which has 
been “hung up” for several years, and that 
Messrs. Langford and Greene are especial- 
ly Interested in the matter, and therefore 
would take a more active part, than a resi- 
dent of a village that has no direct concern 
in this great improvement. 


Tiie removal of the hank building has 
aroused public sentiment at last and there 
is n loml demand that the square thus left 
vacant shall he seized by the city, and 
made part of the street. Every body is 
talking eagerly in favor of It, yet nothing 
will probably be done. It has been report- 
ed several times that a subscription paper 
was to be started, and that if the citizens 
would raise half of the cost, the city would 
pay the other half and seize the land. Thut 
is what has been done in similar cases in 
other villages, but residents of Newton 
Corner have never given in their adherence 
to such a fashion of doing things. Proba- 
bly if such a paper was started, the two 
hanks would show their public spirit by 
heading it w’ith n generous sum each, but it is 
doubtful if many other subscriptions could 
be secured. The other side of the city 
thinks Washington street has already cost 
an enormous sum, and even the other 
wards on this side of the city do not care 
particularly about seeing any more of the 
city money spent at Newton Corner. They 
regard it as a local matter entirely, and 
if the citizens hereabouts do not care 
enough about the matter to put their hands 
in their pockets, the rest of the city is per- 
fectly satisfied. 


The Atkinson— O’Sullivan debate In 
Hrookline was a society event in that town 
and it is reported that the bankers and 
millionaires, who made up the greater part 
of the audience, had to pay three dollars 
each for their tickets* Still as an enter- 
tainment it was worth the money. Mr. 
Atkinson was prepared to prove anything 
by statistics, as usual, and Mr. O’Sullivan 
was adroit in parrying questions he did 
not wish to answer, and his ready wit 
helped amuse the audience. As usual at 
campaign meetings the audience were only 
confirmed in- their previous opinions by the 
arguments made. ( hie curious thing about 
Mr. Atkinson’s speech was that he is so 
thoroughly familiar with the condition of 
the farmers in the western states, although 
he has evidently gained his knowledge 
solely by studying statistics at his home in 
Brookline. He asserts that the farmers 
were prosperous up to 1S92, and were able 
to pay off their mortgages with the falling 
prices. If he would go to some western 
farming town and study up the situation 
on the spot, he would know something of 
what he is talkiug about, but he would 
never make such assertions us these. The 
hard times among the farmers began long 
before 1892. 


Senator Sprague has had a perfect 
walkover in this district, having carried 
the Boston wards, Brookline, Newton, 
Watertown, and in fact ubout all the dis- 
tricts, with the exception of Hyde Park 
and Dedham, which were carried by Mr. 
Powers of the former place. Senator 
Niles, the A. P. A. candidate, has only 
four delegates. Probably the convention 
will make it unanimous, and us the nomi- 
nation is equivalent to an election, Senator 
Sprague is certain to be the successor of 
Congressman Draper, and this district may 
feel sure of being ably represented. New- 
ton, for once, will go to a convention with 
a solid delegation, which ought to be re- 
membered to her credit, in the years tiiat 
are to come. 


The Democratic caucuses In Newton 
last Friday night wore oven more sliinly 
attended than usual, two of the wards fail 
ing to show up a single Democrat. They 
might as well make the vote of Newton 
unanimous, this year, as all the opposition 
that can be stirred up will not affect the 
general result. 


There were 427(1 voters on the lists, 
when the registrars completed their re- 
vision on the tilth, a net loss of :<79 from 
last year. The loss by death Is «V* ; by 
failure to be assessed, :il 4; IHM voters have 
been transformed to other preciuots. A 
now precinct, Wuhan, has been added to 
Ward Five, with 7*» voters. There will 
probably be a large number of additions 
made to the lists before election.

810,000. 

Frederick A. Illakeslee of Newton has 
instituted a suit for 810, ooo against the 
Portsmouth Bridge Company for loss ot 
his son, F. II. Blakeslee. 

Young Blakesdee and a companion 
named Nye were out cruising in the yacht 
Juniata, and on the night of Sept. 80, 1895' 
entered the river, and, not being acquaint- 
ed. were swept against the bridge. The 
yacht sunk, and both men were drowned. 

The action alleges that the Piscataqua is 
an interstate river, and that the bridge is a 
nuisance and unlawful, as it is only chart- 
ered bv the states of Maine and New 
Hampshire, whereas it should come under 
an act of Congress. 

Another count alleges that the bridge 
company was negligent in not providing 
proper lights and life-saving devices. 

, The writ is returnable In the United 
States court at Concord. Oct. 8, but a hear- 
ing will not take until the May term, which 
meets at Portsmouth. N. II. 

It is understood that a similar suit will 
be instituted by Mr. Nye for the loss of his 
son.

Dolllver accompanied the party by Invita- 
tion. lie reached an eminent position by 
his proficiency in his chosen profession, 
that of a coast pilot He received his com- 
mission in 1841, and was in active service 


until a few years ago. He was a noble 
gentleman and a true hero, with hosts of 
friends in social, business and official cir- 
cles. Once he rescued the captain of the 
British schooner Caroline, ashore on Futi- 
ubar, Broad Sound, Boston, in a gale, and 
for this he had the Massachusetts Humane 
Society trophy, and a beaut I fill wrought 
gold medal from <jueen Victoria. He was 
boarding officer for years under Collector 
Russell, and assisted in cutting out the 
Cunarder Brittania, when Boston harbor 
was frozen over many years ago. The 
home in Provincetown, where lie missed 
the evening of his days, was adorned with 
many curious and beautiful things, gifts of 
captains from foreign ports. His love for 
his life work was shown in the surround- 
ings of his home, especially in the massive 
ships, lantern lighter! every night over the 
entrance. Two years since, when the 
French man-of-war Aretlnise, entered the 
port of Provincetown, Capt. Dolllver hoist- 
ed tin* French tricolor on the tall flagstaff 
on a hill behind his dwelling. The admiral 
at once recognized the courtesy and sent 
for tin* ex-pilot to visit the ship and re- 
ceive his personal acknowledgments. It 
was a rare treat to hear him converse, and 
tlie Provincetown Beacon says: “He iived 
admired, uml died regretted by uil the peo- 
ple of Provincetown." His son James is 
well known as an efficient station agent. 
Albert is employed in the freight depart- 
ment of the Boston Albany railroad in 
Boston, and tlie youngest son, Watson, fol- 
lows his father’s profession. The only 
daughter, Pauline Longhurst, is at the 
head of St. Luke's Hospital, Syracuse, N. 
Y., where her mother will join her on her 
return in November.

BrCTANXEKRS Of OLD 

HUMAN FIENDS WHOSE NAME IN- 
SPIRED FEAR ON THE SEAS. 

For Moro Thun Two Hundred Yearn They 
Terrorised Ocean Triivcl nnd Shipping. 
The Horrible Deed* In Which John I>n- 
▼In Seemed to TnUe Oellglit. 

Piracy on the high seas has bocomo a 
thing of t he past. Civilized nations, with 
their warships, have made it jHisslhle for 
every class of vessels to plow tho watery 
main witlKnit danger of being overhauled 
by n band of Imrlvamus freelx>otors. The 
pirates of old am no more; their cruel vo- 
cation Is gone, lint whllo they oxlsted 
their daring excited admiration, whllo 
their bnrlwirlty thrilled every human lining 
with horror. Old sailors spin peculiar 
yarns nlvoub some of tho pirates and their 
supposed fabulous wealth. 

Looking backward upon thnso old times 
when it was necessary for every nicrchunt 
ship to carry guns to protect herself against 
tho depredations of tho marauders of tho 
sea, it will provo of interest to recall some 
of tholr exploits. 

Tho freebooters, or pirates, commenced 
their organized work about tho year 1000 
and continued tholr depredations until this 
present century was well advanced. In 
fact, in certain parts of the Chlncso son 
them am at present numerous Chinoso pi- 
ratical craft, and at Intervals foreign ves- 
sels fall a prey to tho diabolical cruelty and 
stink balls. Tho first pirates ransacked 
6hips in Spnnlsh-Amerlcan waters. They 
made themselves formidable and dreaded 
enemies of that nation’s merchant marine 
service. 

Lewis Scott, an Englishman, was ouo of 
tho first daring freebooters whose name 
sent a thrill of terror into tho heart of ev- 
ery sen captain. Ho not only pillaged ships 
on tho ocean, but also invaded towns, car- 
ried off women and ransacked the treasury 
of tho community. Onoof his first notable 
acts of outlawry was his invasion of the 
city of St. Francis of Cainpechy. Ho sud- 
denly a piiearod one night in that city with 
a brutal Imml of followers at his command. 
Ho pillaged the town, carried off women 
uml demanded a heavy ransom for the cap- 
tives. This example of Scott’s was fol- 
lowed by John Davis, a nntivo of Jamaica, 
West Indies, who, with ouo ship and 90 
men, attempted an act the audacity of 
which excited admiration and astonish- 
ment. 

Davis landed near Nicaragua in tho sev- 
enteenth century, leaving his ships at 
anchor, guarded by ten men. Tho remain- 
der ho distributed into three canoes. Avail- 
ing himself of tho darkness of tho night, 
ho sailed up tho river which leads to tho 
city of Granada. They wore challenged by 
a sentinel, to whom they spoke in Spanish 
and were passed as fishermen. After dis- 
embarking without encountering any ob- 
stacles Davis and his crew fell upon the 
soldiers who had peaceably witnessed their 
landing. Tho attack was so suddon and 
unexpected that tho whole of tho soldiers 
were mussacred beforo they had time to 
make any effort to protect themselves. 
After that bloody deed had been commit- 
ted they dispersed themselves throughout 
the town and pillaged houses nnd churches. 
Cries of terror resounded on every sido. 

Btit tho Davis gang offered no violence 
to tho inhabitants of Nicaragua. Tho 
booty secured by tho pirates on tills occa- 
sion amounted to several thousand dollars. 
After this adventure Davis returned to 
Jamaica, where a licet of eight ships, of 
which Jolm Davis was appointed admiral 
by his comrades, was fitted out, and the 
whole started on a pillaging expedition. 

Tho pirates of old, after overhauling a 
ship, would push a plank over the side. 
All the crew of tho captured vessel were 
forced to walk tho plank. This was a hor- 
rible custom. At many of tho butcherous 
plank walkings tho sea would be red with 
tho blood of the poor unfortunates who 
hnd beon attacked by sharks as soon as 
they fell into tho water. 

It was in tho early part of 1802 that the 
British merchant ship Albion had sailed 
from India with a valuable cargo nnd a 
fair sized crew. On hoard of this ship wore 
an aged Protestant minister and his daugh- 
ter, a beautiful and aeecomplished young 
lady of about 25 years of age. In those 
days tho trip from India to England took 
all ships around tho capo of Good Hope. 

Everything had gone well from tho time 
that they had left the Indian shores until 
tho good ship had arrived in the southeast 
trade winds. A suspicious looking vessel 
was seen one morning early with a mass 
of sail on her and making direct for the 
Albion. The captain of tho British ship 
had ills fears when tho stranger was lirst 
sighted, and they wore realized as the 
bulky form of tho pirate ship loomed high- 
er and higher on the horizon. 

Arms were handed out to tho crow. The 
few small guns on board tho Albion were 
loaded, and everything was placed in read- 
iness for the carnage thut was soon to fol- 
low. 

It became the captain’s duty to inform 
his passengers that tho strange looking 
ship which was gaining on them rapidly 
was a pirate. The minister offered to take 
part in tho protection of the vessel, but 
was informed that as ho was not used to 
that class of work lie would perhaps provo 
to he more harm than good. 

At last tho battle came. Tho superior 
arms and numbers of the pirates overcame 
the few valiant Englishmen, and tho cut- 
throat freebooters hoarded the merchant 
ship. Tho captain was brutally murdered, 
und tho rest of the crew were forced to 
walk tho plunk. Several sharks were tear- 
ing tho poor victims apart from limb to 
limb. Tho sea was ml with blood, but 
there was no cessation of tho butchery. 
After all of the crow had boon dispatched 
in that cruel manner a search of the ship 
was made. The poor minister and his 
daughter were found in tho cabin praying. 

Brutally they wore hauled on deck. Tho 
clergyman was unceremoniously forced to 
walk the plank. Words sink into insignlfl- 
cuneo when an attempt is made to picture 
the anguish of tho young woman as she 
saw her father fiendishly murdered. 

Tho captain of that cutthroat gang, be- 
ing impressed with the liemity of the young 
woman, offered her Iho privilege of either 
becoming Ids wife or to walk the plank, us 
had her father. She preferred to die, as 
had her parent. 

| Tills so enraged tho pirate that he order- 
ed some of Ids crew to heal u poker. When 
that instrument, was at white heat, he 
burned out the eyes of tho unfortunate 
woman. Tearing her clothes from her per- 
son, ho ruthlessly throw her overboard us 
u feast for the sharks. 

Such was the fate of t tie Albion. This 
wus the general life and brutality of pi- 
rates, and the civilized nations of the earth, 

! mainly through tho efforts of Great Brit- 
ain, have in no one thing accomplished sc 
min li as in driving from the oceans of liu 
I whole world the pirates of old. — Cluclu 
uati Enquirer. 


GORDON AND LI I’UNG CHANG. 


Thflr DlMBrffin«nt Over the I’linlnhment 
of the Taiplng Rebel*. 

F.x Secretary John W. Foster saw much 
of Li Hung Cluing while he was acting as 
confidential adviser to the emperor of 
China in the peace negotiations with Ja- 
pan. He lias written a sketch of the Chi- 
nese viceroy, which appears in The Cen- 
tury. Of tho Taiplng rcliellion Mr. Foster 
pays: 

Ll Hung Chang camo out of tlieso cam- 
paigns with a high reputation for military 
skill, great administrative capacity and 
devoted loyally to the reigning dynasty, 
nnd was thenceforward tho most famous 
man of his nation. But just at tho closo 
of the war an incident occurred which, in 
the estimation of most foreigners, bus ro- . 
muli.u'd as a blight upon Ids fair fame. In 
tho final great buttle, which resulted In t ho ' 
capture Hf the most prominontof tho leaders 
of the rebellion, Gordon, who was instru- j 
mental in their actual capture, promised to ; 
spare their lives, but immediately after 
being sejit to headquarters they wero be- 
headed. Gordon, who was of an impetuous 
temperament, denounced this act, as a 
breach of faith, and, it is said, threatened 
to take the life of Id and to throw up his 
command. But lie did neither. 

Li claimed that the refractory conduot of 
tho rebel princes after their surrender mnde 
tho punishment a necessity, and such a 
cool headed and experienced man ns Sir 
Robert Hurt, with a full knowledge of the 
facts, held that Colonel Gordon was not 
justified in his conduct, and induced him 
to reconsider his action and judgment. 
Gordon continued in command for some 
time, and up to the day of ills death at 
Khartum maintained most friendly rela- 
tions with tho viceroy. 

Notwithstanding these facts English 
writers generally insist that Li was guilty 
of had faith and of bloody and inhuman 
conduct. But it should be borno in mind 
that the Taiplng rebellion was a most des- 
olating und relentless war; that it lmd de- 
stroyed many populous cities; hud laid 
waste nearly one-lmlf of tho emplro; had 
sacrificed an enormous number of lives, es- 
timated us’ high as 20,000,000, and that the 
lenders who wero beheaded had been guilty 
of horrid cruelties. Under such circum- 
stances it would not hnvo beon strange 11 
even tho most civilized and Christian com- 
mander in the flush of victory should lmve 
ordered tho execution of the uuthors of 
such untold horrors and bloodshed. The 
sepoy mutiny of India synchronizes with 
the Tniping rebellion. If tho "heatlicD 
Chinese" should wish to retort upou hi« 
foreign critics, ho might not find it diffi- 
cult to parallel his own conduct with that 
of his civilized neighbors, tliu rulers of In- 
dia.

IS LAID— CEREMONY I»V MORE THAN 

1000 MASONS WATCHED BY 0000 PER-

On these founda- 
tions here will be matured friendship, and 
here will new acquaintances be made, 
which will ripen and increase in respect 
and helpfulness. 

“Here will be augmented the flow of 
heart to heart, and the offices of service, 
man to man. He who takes to heart the 
principles of Masonry will ennoble his 
| manhood. Far above the rank of prince or 
; potentate is the dignity of true manhood. 

Whatever association can elevate this is a 
i benefit to the community. 

“It must be admitted that a relation 
among men where partisanship is un- 
| known, and tlie only creed is faith in God 
must be an inspiration toward the brother- 
I hood of man. 

“A creed, how ever important, has little 
I effect until it becomes a life. This we 
I claim for the Masonic creed. Man must 
dwell among his fellows. Therefore in- 
stitutions have been establi.-hed for his 
aid. We meet in the lodge room to admire 
the qualities of honest manhood. Here 
shall we meet upon the level, and part 
upon the square. 

“Our associations are such as to awaken 
the active sense of the rights of others, 
and to inculcate the principles absolutely 
necessary to the development and well be- 
ing of society. Thank God, there is vet to 
be heard in a Masonic lodge the words val- 
idated to array class tigainst class. 

"It is because in this hall tobeereeted 
here, on the.str foundations, we hope to en- 
gage in the work of uplifting man and of 
uplifting the municipality, that wo web 
come you here today." 

Following Mr. Harwood's address the 
audience united with the Masonic quartet 
in singing the national hymn, after which, 
w ith a few words of congratulation to the 
Newton Masonic fraternity, the corner 
stone, a massive piece of dressed granite, 
was placed in position by Grand Master 
Edwin B. Holmes. The box enclosed in 
the stone contains Masonic records, current 
newspapers, photographs of the new- 
building. coins and records of the city. 

The jewels were applied to the stone by 
the grand master and the libations of corn, 
wine and oil were poured by Deputy Grand 
Master Henry A. Belcher. RW George F. 
Walker and RW Charles E. Phipps. 

After the invocation had been pro- 
nounced by the grand chaplain the work- 
ing tools w ere presented to the architect. 
Hei.ry W. Hartwell, and tite completion of 
the ceremony was proclaimed by Grand 
Marshal Henry K. Dunton. The cere- 
monies closed w ith the benediction by the 
grand chaplain. 

After the ceremonies attending the hiv- 
ing of the corner stone the visiting Masons 
were entertained at a banquet by the New - 
ton fraternity. 

The new building will be one of the 
handsomest business blocks in the city, 
and one of the finest buildings in the state 
dedicated to Masonic uses. 

The frontage ou Newtonville avenue is 
142 feet and on Walnut street. ,r -\ The 
material will be red water-struck brick 
with terra cotta trimmings. 

The ground floor will be given up to 
business, and w ill contain four stores on 
Walnut street an . two on Newtonville 
avenue. 

The rear of the stores will be reached by 
an arched passage at the !a>t end of the 
building. Tlie main eutrat.ee t » the upper 
floors will be «>n Newtonulle avenue 
through a broad doorway leading directly 
to the upper ball. 

The second and third floors will be de- 
voted to the accommodation of the Masonic 
bodies, <Jn the second floor w ill be a ban- 
quet and entertainment ball 30x73. and 
capable of seating t*** persons; a large coat- 
room, kitchen, serving room and seven 
offices. It d also proposed to utilize the 
large hall on this floor as a drill ball for 
the commandery. 

The third floor w ill contain a hall 30x73 
and 23 feet in height, for meetings of the 
lodge, chapter and commandery. The fur- 
nishings w ill be solid and elegant, but the 
designs have not yet been determined upon. 

On this floor will also be located a pre- 
lates’ room 22x24, an armory 27\43, and a 
commodious women's double parlor at the 
uorthwest corner. Dressiug and retiriug 
rooms will connect with each of the larger 
halls. The tomtit story w ill be utilized tor 
storage.

It was a busy hour that the board of 
aldermen spent in regular session Monday 
evening. The consideration of telephone 
matters consumed a large portion of the 
time while other business of minor im- 
portance was rushed through with little 
discussion. 

Promptly at * o’clock the board was 
called to order by Mayor Cobb, with seven 
members present. The first business was 
a hearing on the telephone company’s peti- 
tion for a location on Hammond street. 

Mr. Holmes of the gas company said he 
should like to know why the location was 
asked for. He was shown the plan by the 
mayor, and after examining it had no fur- 
ther remarks. No one else appeared on 
either side, and the hearing was elosed. 

A hearing was opened on the gas com- 
pany’s petition for the location of four 
poles on Devon road and closed without 
any one appearing oil either side. 

A hearing for the location of the gas 
company’s poles on Forrest avenue with 
permission to allow the telephone company 
to attach its wires to the same poles was 
next heard. 

Mr. Holmes explained that the location 
was asked for that the house of Mr.Charles 
W. Leonard, (the Klizabeth T. Eldredge 
estate, might be lighted with e ectricity. 
lie had gone over the premises with Mr. 
Leonard in June and promised to place the 
lights there if the petition was granted. 

Mr. Heed appeared as attorney for the 
executors of the Eldredge estate and said 
he received a notice of the hearing last 
week. He was unable to communicate 
with any resident of the street and any of 
the executors of the Eldredge estate, as 
they are out of town. He was aware that 
it was Mr. Leonard's intention to have the 
house lighted bv electricity. He asked 
that the hearing might be postponed. On 
motion of Alderman Degen it was continued 
untiljnext Monday evening, when a special 
meeting is to be held. 

Mr. Arthur W. Pope protested against 
the location of telephone poles on Beacon 
street, in the hearing on the company’s 
petition for location on Beacon street. 
Grant avenue, Everett street and Elmhurst 
road. He was not present, but in a letter 
to the mayor, gave his reasons for object- 
ing. 

Mr. Allen explained that only one pole 
was to be placed on Beacon street. He 
said that the changes on all the streets 
were trivial and would better the condition 
of all the lines. The city would enjoy 
the use of the new poles, as they were 
granted the right to place poles there some 
time ago. 

Chief Randlett said the city would have 
to make the changes very soon and it was 
of course cheaper to allow the telephone 
company to bear the expense. The hearing 
was closed. 

The telephone company’s petition for lo- 
cation on Watertown and Pearl streets was 
given a hearing. Mrs. Mary A. Morse ob- 
jected in a letter to the mayor. “There are 
too many poles on Watertown street at pres- 
ent,” she said. No one else was heard from 
in remonstrance ami Mr. Allen of the tele- 
phone company explained the plan as given 
in the petition. From Pearl to Walnut 
street on Watertown there are 132 poles of 
all kinds. This new plan would lessen the 
number to 74. The electric car line, the 
gas company and the telephone company 
would all be able to operate on these poles. 

Alderman Noyes asked if all the com- 
panies were agreeable? 

Mr. Allen said the gas company was will- 
ing, and as the electric car company had 
entered Into the same plan on Walnut 
street lie thought that the present plan 
would be satisfactory. The hearing was 
closed. 

The records of last meeting was read by 
Clerk Kingsbury and approved. 

The resignation was accepted of Amos 
L. Hale as a registrar of voters and Henry 
H. Fanning was appointed in his place. 

The communication of the school board 
asking that the city government improve 
the sanitary condition of the Lincoln 
school was referred to the public property 
committee. 

Alderman Downs presented a petition 
signed by Herman E. Hibbard and ion 
prominent citizens requesting that the 
Washington street improvement he com- 
pleted by the purchase of the bank pro- 
perty at Newton for a public square. He 
moved that a hearing be granted for 8.;$o 
next Monday evening. 

Alderman White objected, he did not 
think a hearing could be granted unless the 
petitioners had a grievance. The petition 
showed no reason why a hearing should be 
given. The city had taken land that it had 
u< i paid for and lie thought these claims 
sh mid be settled before any more land was 
seized. 

\ldennan Tolmau explained that a meet- 
in. was held after the Ward 7 caucus on 
Thursday evening and 72 gentlemen out of 
the* 74 present asked their alderman' to 
further the petition. 

Alderman Downs said that residents of 
other wards had also signed the petition. 

Alderman Degen said it would be im- 
possible to refuse the petitioners the right 
of u hearing. The order for a hearing was 
issed. 

The petition for a street light on Arling- 
m street was referred to the street light 
committee. 

The petition of Mrs. C. B. Prescott for a 
sewer location was referred to the sewer 
committee. 

For street lamps on Wondside and Ledge 
roads, referred to the street light commit- 
tee. 

The petition for a plank walk on the 
north side of Suffolk road was referred to 
the highway committee. 

Hearings were grunted the telephone 
company for October .">th on its petitions 
for locations on High and Bowers streets. 

A communication was received from 
George s. Woodman, in which lie spoke of 
an accident that happened while he was 
driving on Hillside avenue. The ground 
gave way under his horse’s feet and the 
animal was badly injured. He asked for 
s'Miie indemnity. Keferred to claims com- 
mittee.

from eights to sixteenths and buck again 
without losing time. This conscientious 
and thorough teacher went not one step 
further until with the aid of the metronome 
and time heating exercises she lmd helped 
to conquer that serious and fundamental 
defect, and it was not until after several 
lessons had been devoted to that sole ob- 
ject that the end was finally attained. 

And this is no isolated instance. Many a 
time and oft has it happened to the writer 
and to other teachers to hear advanced 
students, considering themselves perfect 
time keepers, gravely insist the metronome 
was wrong. 

Last spring one of Boston's best known 
pianist-teachers sent a nuptl to a ’cellist 
to study ensemble. The musician said 
’’Lot us try what you can do,” and 
placed before the young lady one of the 
simpler works of Golterman. A few strug- 
gling bars told the painful story. “My 
dear young lady,” sain the ’cellist. I could 
not afford to spend my time teaching you 
note after note. Go home and play new 
music hours and hours and days ana days 
until yon have learned to rend, then come 
back and we shall see about the ensemble 
lessons." 

During the same interview she played 
for him quite perfectly, without notes, a 
Chopin Polonaise, but the radical defect in 
her early training would require many 
tedious hours to overcome in the only way 
that her master or her adviser eould sug- 
gest. There is a shorter road for those 
who know how to develop concentration. 

The clavier is an outgrowth of the 
method, and in the effort to conquer the 
too conynon deficiencies of technic among 
the ever increasing throng of pianoforte 
students is an invaluable aid. But, like 
every other good thing it must be used and 
not abused. Care and judgment and a

Wednesday evening the school board 
held its monthly meeting in the Clailin 
school building at Newtonville. Mayor 
Cobb presided and there were twelve mem- 
bers present. The principal business was 
the consideration of Supt. Aldrich's annual 
report. 

He called attention to the unfortunate 
effects of the dual control of school build- 
ings by the school committee and public 
property committee of the city council. 
The report .showed twenty-six school 
buildings were in use, and that two more 
kindergartens had been established during 
the past year, making a total of twelve. 

The salaries paid women teachers in the 
primary and grammar grades were de- 
scribed as inadequate. A change in the 
grammar school courses in the direction of 
greater flexibility was suggested. 

There was something radically wrong 
about the athletic instruction at the High 
school. Those that were most in need of 
this kind of training did not attend the 
classes as they should. The military drill 
was not sufficient. He then recommended 
the appointment of a supervisor of ath- 
letics. 

When the report of the committee to pre- 
sent the name of some one to fill the vacan- 
cy in the board left by the death of Mrs. 
Davis was called, Mr. Avery of Ward 2 act- 
ing as chairman of that committee, read 
from the public statutes, in which it stated 
that vacancies in the school Tnmrd must be 
filled by a joint election of both branches 
of the city council. 

President Hollis corrected him, saying 
that the election of another to the school 
committee could be done only by that body. 

The committee was granted an extension 
of time. 

By the adoption of several orders the fol- 
lowing appointments were made: Herbert 
M. Chase, Nellie Dorneyaml Sarah Dortiey, 
teachers in the Nonantum evening school, 
and Willard Morey, Fred E. Keyes and 
Martha Dix. teachers in the Clatliu evening 
drawing school. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 8284 
for moving the High school and $12,534 for 
the ox|>onat's of the department for tile 
month of September. 

On recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee the citv council was requested to 
make an appropriation of 8liU,G2'J for the 
expenses of the department in 1897. This 
is an increase of $2,000 over last year.

The Average Salary Said to Be Only 8T» a 
Week. 

Tho nverage pay of on organist In Eng- 
land appears to bo only $5 a week, if tho 
computations of a certain English musical 
critic aro to be relied on, but it is said that 
places at this compensation nro so much in 
demnnd that there Is not likely to be any 
inerenso in tho remuneration. In Italy 
tho pay is comparatively greater, and the 
opportunities for outside employment nro 
more frequent. A cathedral in a small 
Italian town offers tho organist tho sum of 
$280 annually, and for this he is expected 
to play for at least two services every day 
and spend some of his spare time in teach- 
ing the children in the church school. 

Threo hundred dollars is tho salary which 
on English church advertises for an organ- 
ist for a daily service. Somo of the 
churches In towns of average size pay only 
$200, and others offer as little as $100. 

The best of the English salaries aro those 
paid at the cathedrals, und sometimes a 
residence is furnished also. Thoso places 
are worth from* $1,000 to $1,400 a year and 
are source. 

In comparison with tho pay of good «r- 
gnnlsts here these salaries seem absurdly 
small, nnd it is a curious thing thut Eng- 
land should compensate its church musi- 
cians at a lower rate than Italy. Tho nc- 
tual figures may not bo lower than the 
Italian salaries, but tho cost of living is so 
much loss in Italy that tho pay there is 
proportionately higher. — Now York Sun.

THE REPRESENTATIVE FIGHT. 


The contest over representatives is a 
very interesting and lively one, with a 
good deal of inside history. In addition to 
the three candidates already mentioned, 
Messrs. Langford, Greene and Hayward, 
two others have been put up, Messrs. J. 
Edward Hollis, who has been representa- 
tive for several terms, and Mr. E L. Pick- 
ard of Auburndale. 

The presentation of Mr. Pickard’s name 
caused some surprise, as he has always re- 
fused office before, and might have had 
anything in the gift of the city, but he says 
that he was never so situated before that 
he could accept, and that he is in the fight 
to win this year. He has a great number 
of friends, and had his candidacy been an 
nounced . before the caucuses, he would 
liave had a much larger showing of dele- 
gates. As it is, his friends claim that 
amidst the crowd of delegates he stands as 
good a chance as any of them. 

In regard to Mr. Ilollis, who lias been 
representative for several terms, the an- 
nouncement that he was willing to engage 
in the scramble, after the slates had been 
made up, has caused some surprise, but 
many think his name has been used with- 
out his consent. Had lie announced his de- 
sire of a renomination before the caucuses, 
lie could probably have secured it without 
any trouble. 

The air is full of rumors of trades and 
combinations, as usual, but whether they 
have any foundation in fact is something 
that the convention only will determine. 

Mr. J. T. Langford is so identified with 
the Charles River Improvement scheme, 
which v?ill be one of the great issues 
in the next legislature, that there ought 
to be no doubt of his nomination, und it 
is said that he had the lead in the list of 
delegates. 

According to the talk on the street the 
real light in the convention is likely to 
come between the friends of Alderman 
Greene and the friends of Mr. A. L. Hay- 
ward of Newton Highlands. 

The bitterness of the opposition to Alder- 
man Greene lias surprised those who are 
not familiar with the inside history of city 
politics. He has been so zealous in looking 
out for the interests of the city that lie lias 
offended the corporations that are always 
seeking favors at City Hall, and they are 
opposed to sending such a man to the legis- 
lature. 

The corporations of the state keeps a 
careful watch over nominations, and the 
ease with which they get what they want 
from the general court shows that they are 
generally able to defeat men whom they 
think would stand up for the interests of 
the people. Mr. Greene is too honest to be 
easily managed, and he has always the 
courage of his convictions. Such men as 
lie are needed in the legislature, tie lias 
proved his lituess, while Mr. Hayward lias 
had no experience in public life, at least in 
Newton. 

Besides the corporations, Mr. Greene’s 
honesty and outspoken zeal for the best in- 
terests of tlie city has made him other 
enemies. He bus criticized tlie extrava- 
gant methods of our school board, and lias 
cast his intiuence on tlie side of economy 
there, which the high tax-rate shows is 
sadly needed, and for this reason tlie 
school board und their friends are opposed 
to him. 

Then again, Alderman Greene got into 
trouble with the board of health, by his 
criticisms on their junket to Montreal, to 
look at a garbage furnace, which they 
wanted Newton to adopt, und which 
would have been a very expensive experi- 
ment. They tell an amusing story of the 
manner in which the board cunu* into pos- 
session of Mr. Greene’s report on tlie 
matter, and some one reully ougiit to tell it 
to the delegates to tlie Representative con- 
vention, to put them into good humor. 

But tlie city would make u grave mistake 
in passing by such a man us Mr. Greene, 
just because lie hus been too fuithful a 
servant of tlie city, and taking up uu un- 
tried man. 

We have followed the rotation policy in 
tlie past, ami divided tlie honors among 
tlie sections of the city, but what lias New- 
ton got out of it? We have seen other 
suburbs gut lurge slices from the appropri- 
ations for parks, uud state highways, and 
boulevards, ami Newton lias got nothing. 
Last year Mr. Langford made a brave light 
to secure something for the improvement 
of Diaries River, but so little interest was 
taken in it, that tlie plan was defeated, ami 
litis is tlie old and too familiur story. 

This year, we ought to make a radical 
change, choose men for other tliau locality 
reasons, men whose lituess ha* been 
proved, und men who w ill look out for tlie 
interests of Newton. 

$10Jj<J 1*ER TIinl’SANI). 

Thu increase iu tlie tux rate was uu uu- 
pleasant surprise to the tux-payers of New- 
ton, but we cuimot have all the modem im- 


nlong without for some years at least. The j 
new High school building is one of them . 
that will occur to every one’s mind. 

Newton lias grown so fast that its de- 
mands have got ahead of its income, and j 
no increase in valuation could keep up j 
with the style we have been living in the 
past year. Cities that grow slowly are 
more fortunate, as they are prepared for 
the demands made upon them, ami do not 
have to run into debt so rapidly. They do 
not see their school buildings outgrown be- 
fore they are paid for, and new and larger 
city buildings needed before tlie old ones 
are hardly finished. 

Of course this lias been a very expensive 
year, oir account of tlie abolition of grade 
crossings and the widening of Washington 
street, and on that account other expenses 
ought to have been kept down to the low- 
est possible limit. But the spending of so 
much money on these two things has 
opened tlie way to a multitude of other 
expenses, and improvements of all kinds 
have been demanded, and have been in- 
curred without much regard for the need 
of economy. Perhaps it is just as well that j 
it has happened, so that people can under- 
stand that if they must have all sorts of 
improvements in one year they must also 
help to pay for them. They may learn a 
much needed lesson, and another year a 
more economical city council may find it 
easier to refuse some of tlie calls made 
upon them. 

Tlie showing made by the assessors is 
otherwise a very satisfactory one. In 
spite of the large amount of property 
wiped out by the widening of Washington 
street, the figures show a gain of over two 
millions in real estate, so that tlie actual 
gain must have been far in excess of that. 
Another year we shall not have that to 
contend with, and we think it will be 
many years before any other plan for street 
widening will meet with favor, or if it 
does, the widening will be done under the 
betterment act. No one had any idea of the 
value of tlie land along Washington street, 
until the city seized it, and the astonishing 
prices paid for it has had a good deal to do 
with the size of the tax rate. 

Such a high tax rate, if continued, would 
have a very injurious effect on the growth 
of Newton, and for the sake of the future 
tlie citizens must see to it that measures 
are taken that will prevent such a high 
rate another year. It seems to be a year 
for heavy taxes, however, as most of tlie 
cities in tlie state have seen their tax rate 
largely increased. 

THE SENAT&RSHIP. 

Representative Albert L. Harwood of 
Newton Centre will probably have the 
solid delegation of Newton in the Sena- 
torial Convention, although some opposi- 
tion has arisen on account of the repre- 
sentative fight, and the position Mr. Har- 
wood’s friends have taken in tlie matter, 
and it is possible that another candidate 
may be presented from this side of tlie 
city. 

There is some talk of presenting tlie 
name of ex-Kepresentative Howard of 
West Newton, who was defeated by rail- 
road influence when he was a candidate for 
a second term, and tlie feeling that such an 
injustice should be corrected still remains. 

Mr. Harwood’s course in opposing the 
bill for tlie amendment of the law regard- 
ing newspaper libel was not satisfactory 
to tiie newspapers of this district, the 
amendment being designed to make our 
law correspond to the luws of other states, 
and on this account a rival candidate would 
be not entirely displeasing to them. 


and other obscure towns remote from the 
public eye, they have practically followed 
their own will in the way of expenditures. 
They have certainly involved tlie county in 
some needless expenditures, and a more 
careful oversight of their acts would be in 
every way desirable. It will be interesting 
to see wlmt action the Newton delegates 
take iu the convention. 

’I’n i nos are looking up in Massachusetts 
and tlie average of our Congressional 
representation 1ms gone up many points by 
the nomination of Mr. Lovcringof Taunton 
to succeed Elijah A. Morse. Up to the last 
moment tlie Morse men were confident that 
their coy leader would he again chosen, but 
tlie make-up of the committee on creden- 
tials convinced them that he had protested 
his unwillingness to serve once too often, 
and they gave up tlie fight. Mr. Morse 
made the best of it and now claims that he 
really meant to refuse, anyway, so that all 
is harmony down in the 12th district. Mr. 
Lovering is an able man, and a strong con- 
trast to his predecessor. Probably iris con- 
stituents will not get so many government 
packages of garden seeds and patent office 
reports, but they will have a representative 
who will not make himself ridiculous at 
every opportunity, for which they will be 
duly grateful. 


Gkoroia Cayvan has made her first 
appearance as the star in her new play, 
“Mary Pennington. Spinster,’’ about 
which so much lias been said in the 
dramatic papers. Miss Cayvan udopted 
tlie old-fashioned custom of trying it first 
before a country audience, and the play 
was given for the first time in Haverhill, 
on Monday night, the place where she 
made her first appearance as a public 
reader. Many actors believe that it is 
better to try new plays outside of New 
York and Boston, where they will not in- 
cur such hostile criticism. In Haverhill 
tlie play had a very enthusiastic reception, 
and judging from the reports of it, it is a 
clean and healthy play, admirably adapted 
to the powers of this popular actress. 
Later it will be given in Boston, when her 
friends will give her a cordial welcome. 


Tiie Springfield Republican is wag- 
ing a fierce war on the baggage smasher, 
and is receiving help in tlie way of letters 
from unfortunate travellers in all parts of 
the country. It has even aroused the in- 
terest of tlie baggage-men themselves, who 
have responded by letters, giving their side 
of tlie case. Any one who has seen tlie 
way trunks are thrown from cars at the 
Boston railroad stations, and the deftness 
by which they are made to strike at an 
angle that will rack to tlie utmost, can not 
help wishing the Republican success in its 
efforts to secure more humane treatment of 
unfortunate trunks and b^gs, only tlie 
strongest of which can survive one season’s 
travel. 


The October Forum 1ms secured an 
article from ex-President Harrison on tlie 
I Silver Question, which it announces is the 
! ablest contribution to the discussion yet 
made. If tlie ex-President should reveal 
some of the inside history of his admini- 
stration regarding silver and the treasury, 
it would be a very important contribution 
to modern history. 

Candidate Bryan’s visit to Boston 
will afford tlie curious a chance to hear 
| and see a live free silver presidential 
I candidate, and he has been so well adver- 
tised that lie will probably draw us large 
I crowds here as elsewhere, even though he 
j makes no converts. People are always 
fond of a free show. 


The committee that is wrestling with 
tlie revision of the city charter have had 
their time for making a report extended to 
Nov. 1st. The vacation season interfered 
with tlie meetings and caused more or less 
delay, but tlie committee are seriously at 
work und are making progress. 


A rearing lias been granted for next 
Monday night on the question of seizing 
tlie bank grounds by the city. This part 
of tlie city lias at last got pretty well 
aroused on tlie matter, although it is ratlier 
late in tlie day, as the bank lias gone to tlie 
expense of having an architect draw plans 
for a new building, and lias ordered the 
materials of which it is to be constructed 
and awurded tlie contract, not to mention 
liuving dug tlie cellar. This expense may 
be roughly estimated at S’.'o.ihn), and tlie 
little plot of lund is itself valued ut some 
$25,000. It is well to have all these facts 
stated, and some one of the city council 
should see the bunk officials uud get tlie 
exact figures, so us to present them to tlie 
petitioners ut the hearing. Tlie position of 
tlie city council is, us hus been stated in 
the Graphic, that if tlie citizens of Wurd 
One and Seven wish to raise half of tlie 
sum required, the city will give the other 
Half, but ou no other conditions will the 
council vote to take the land. Perhaps at 
the hearing tlie petitioners muy be per- 
suusive enough to induce the council to 
change its mind, but iu tlie event of failure 
I it would be well to be prepared to stute 
j just how large a sum could be raised from 
tliis section. The size of tlie tax-rute is 
I rather discouragiug for tlie efforts of tlie 
i petitioners, ultliough tiiere is no question 
{ that tills land ought to be tukeu by tlie 
city, und tiie square widened to that ex- 
i tent. The great cost is the only tliiug 
| that cun lie urged against it. Tlie other 
I wards liuve been generous in tlie mutter of 
I w idening Washington street, though three 
I of them are not buueiitted by it, and they 
think tlie bunk ground question is a pure- 
! ly local matter, which ought to lie paid for 
: by tlie two wards directly interested. 

The County Convention is exciting u 
good deal of interest, especially since tlie 
question of county inisiuuimgeiueut has be- 
come of such grave importance, on account 
of tlie revelutious made iu Norfolk county, 
and tlie suspicion that tiie sume stute of 
things pruvuils iu Middlesex. Senator Dal* 
linger of Cambridge makes a long list of 
charges of a more or less serious character, 
uud it certainly would not be a iiad idea to 
have a general shaking up uud put iu now 
men. Thu old officers liuve held sway for a 
long time, and us their doings ure mainly 
confined to Lowell uud East Cambridge 


A high tax-rate has no terrors for the 
school board, but it calmly demands a larger 
appropriation tor next year, and presents 
plans for higher salaries and additional 
expenses without regard to taxes, and ex- 
pects tlie people to pay tlie bills. 

It is said ttmt $150,000 has been voted 
so far this year outside of tlie regular ap- 
propriations. and this is not counting in tlie 
new High school building either.

A veteran circus man wandered Into the 
tent of ono of the “great and only” com- 
binations which appeared in Rochester not 
long ago, and as a rehearsal was in prog- 
ress he entered Into an easy conversation 
with such of the iKjrforniersas lmd time to 
oon verse. 

“Of courso you sawdust, hoppers have 
more room to dross In,” ho rcmnrked, 
“than we had In the old days, and you 
have better lights and all that. I remem- 
ber ono night ut Logansport when the 
lights all went out when the show was 
half over, and we had to dress in the dark. 
Some one had put water in the coil oil nml 
stolen all the candles. And t he crowd 
roared, and there were a lot of fights, and 
It was a moonlight night, nml t ho boss 
squeeze had them rip off the hood, and 
they finished the performance by moon- 
light. Bnt it left a bad name, for all the 
‘grafters’ and ‘gnus’ were so busy they 
couldn’t tell whether they were touching 
jays or people that belonged with the 
show.” 

“Made good money then, didn’t you?” 
asked the equilibrist. 

“Yes, good money. I was a wise man 
then — worked hard all the time for good 
wages and never had a cent. There wasn't 
half a dozen men in the business who could 
turn u double. Of course, there were lots 
of hair grublters, but I guess I was ns good 
as any of them. I had a side partner one 
seuson. His name was Winn, und ho was 
a candy butcher. He worked tlmt for a 
blind, but he was a short change man on 
the regular. More than once they told him 
he’d better duck, but be thought he was 
next, and ho didn’t pay uny attention.

Boston, Sept. 23, ihh*, j 
Up on Beacon Ilill preparations uie ! 
under way for the customary changes fol- ; 
lowing the November election. It is ex- j 
pected, of course, that Gov. Wolcott will 
again discharge the duties of chief execu- 
tive of the Commonwealth, and that many 
familiar faces among the lurge retinue of 
public officers, will ho in evidence as of 
yore. Still, there are many strangers to he 
welcomed and the annual process of clean- 
ing qi> is one that admits of no protracted 
postponement. This brightening up and 
setting to rights, especially in the legisla- 
tive halls, is as much u creature of habit us 
the weekly wash day in the home life. 

It is practically settled now that the 
mantle so gracefully worn by the Lieuten- 
ant Governor will puss Into the possession 
of the Hon. W. Murray Crane. The recent 
Republican caucuses demonstrated clearly 
enough the popular voice in the matter. 
Col. Winslow, the Worcester aspirant for 
the office, was completely snowed under. 

The Crane-Winslow contest for the nomi- 
nation marks a new departure in political 
methods in this state. The latter inaugu- 
rated what is now termed the "reception 
device,” a scheme in which the glad hand 
trick could be worked under the most 
seductive environment. It was a very 
unique and, nerhaps, brilliant campaign 
plan, but unfortunately one that miscar- 
ried, either because of doubts as to the 
sincerity of the motives which prompted it 
or on account of a settled conviction that 
the other fellow was deserving of the 
honor. 

There is a lingering suspicion in the 
minds of some Republicans that the man- 
agers of the doughty colonel were responsi- 
ble for the report that Mr. Crane was sup- 
ported by the A. P. A. That organization 
did indorse him, hut it is well known 
that Mr. Crane never solicited the support | 
of the secret body of political meddlers 
and that Col. Winslow, on the contrary, if 
the statement of an A. P. A. official counts 
for much, made it plain that he would not 
be averse to its espousal of his candidacy, 
in fact would be rather pleased than other- 
wise. 

Your correspondent noticed that New- 
ton, as usual, continued its policy of dis- 
tributing favors. The solid men of the 
delegates elected were for Crune.but others 
were evidently intiuonced by one of the 
Winslow workers who managed, with the 
aid of friends, to capture some of the cau- 
cases. I 

It appears a bit strange that Newton has 
not yet learned the lesson of its strength. 
It could easily have been a factor in the 
contest for the congressional nomination 
had the policy of uniting on a strong candi- 
date been adopted. Its delegates are 
generally, however, divided up between 
two or more aspirants for a coveted office 
and the result is inevitably a slump. The 
Newton men, therefore, are out of it and 
the community with only one candidate, 
solidly backed up by his townsmen, steps 
in ana carries off the prize. 

What Newton Republicans seem to be 
in need of is an instructor in the primary 
department of politics. After having once 
"caught on.” to use a slang expression, per- 
haps the successive steps in acquiring the 
line points in political generalship will be 
mastered. 

It is to the credit of New ton, however, 
that its congressional delegates may be 
counted upon to support a gentleman who 
will be a worthy successor of (Jen. Draper. 
.Senator Sprague won out easily against 
Mr. Niles, the Watertow n dentist, whose 
supporters in the A. P. A. made the boast 
that they would carry oil the honors in 
some of the wards. The Niles men were 
also defeated in Watertow n. In the latter 
place, the remurkuble feature of the caucus 
was the appearance of quite a number of 
Irish-Amerlcans who cast their first ballot 
for the Republican ticket. Their object 
can be easily explained. It was well 
understood by these young men that the 
Niles adherents w ere bitter opponents of 
the Catholics and they consequently re- 
solved to “get in their work ” where it 
would do the most good, in the primaries. 
It helped to place Mr. Niles on the list of 
disappointed office seekers, and proved an 
extremely bitter pill for the A. P. A. as it 
was an emphatic protest from the towns- 
men of the defeated candidate and a repudi- 
ation of the methods employed by the 
secret order with which he has been iden- 
tified. 

It is claimed that the caucus w as packed, 
but as all those who voted declared that 
they would support the Republican party 
and the policy of protection. and sound 
money, the offence, if it can be thus con- 
strued, must of necessity be condoned. 

Senator Niles, it is said, attributes his 
defeat to Col. E. C. Benton. It is charged 
that the latter "played double.” He is 
looked upon as a supporter of the A. P. A., 
but, if it is true, it has not apparently re- 
tarded Mr. Benton’s success, for he cap- 
tured the councillor nomination quite easily 
and is seemingly working his way over 
rocks and pitfalls that have wrecked the 
political ambitions of many men, doubtless 
possessing numerous worthy qualifications. 
If Mr. Benton is basking under the dual 
guise of a broad and liberal member of the 
G. U. P. he has certainly successfully en- 
acted the role up to dute ami must be 
credited with a considerable amount of 
political sagacity. Bowser.

Walker, Surah Terrie, Margaret Ford, 
Kate Kane, Maud Butler, Arthur Woods, 
Alfred Pepler. George Pepler, Thomas 
O’Connor and Frank Lowry. 

In the sewing classes a large amount of 
work was done. A number of shirt waists, 
lawn aprons, pique and dimity dresses, a 
variety of underwear and pillow cases 
were shown as the result of the summer's 
work. It was principally done by hand, 
exceptintheca.se of a few larger articles 
the use of the sewing machine being avoid- 

The ages of the girls range from 0 to 13 
years and their work would do credit to 
much older workers. 

In Miss Stone’s class Helen Boudret. 
Sarah Holdsworth, Lizzie Welsh ana 
Francis Byrne did especially well. In 
Miss Brown’s class the most successful 
were Martha Stump, Annie Foley, Mar- 
garet Murphy, Sadie and Julia McCarthy, 
Maggie Mahoney and Etta DeWolf, the 
latter winning the first prize. Among 
those in Miss Whiton’s class, Jennie Burns, 
Bridget Donahue, Katie Shea, Sarah 
Farrar, Jennie Craig and Annie Seward 
did the best work. 

The samples of Mary Joyce, Rose Burns, 
Belle Walker. Annie Garnet, Lilly Murphy, 
Gertrude Lillivan and Margaret Bennett 
showing a variety of stitches in wool 
work, were prettily done and the little 
workers deserve praise for the care and 
neatness displayed. In the work in Sloyd 
under the supervision of Mr. Jos.E. Owens, 


the boys were taught cross cut, straight 
and oblique sawing, the use of the rule,

The results of these aggressive and prac- 
tical lines of effort ure apparent in many 
parts of the state, and greater interest is 
being taken in the Sunday school than dur- 
ing the past decade. 

At the auniuil convention to be held this 
year at Northampton, October 0 8, an ad- 
vanced step will bo taken. The Sunday 
school will be considered as the greatest 
educational agency of the churuh.uud some 
of thu most prominent educators will make 
addresses. While the State Association is 
endeavoring to lift up the Sqnday school to 
a higher educutiouul standard, the distinct 
iveiy religious and spiritual character of 
tho work will be tally maintained. 

Tho people of Northampton are making 
plans to entertain a lurge number of dele- 
gated, and the state executive committee 
lias prepurod a carefully studied program 
of marked excellence.

Of the class in topics of the day, under 
the care of Miss Chase, the chairman of 
the class committee says: "In one hour 
Miss Chose gives a more definite idea of 
the great affairs of tlie world than one gets 
for one’s self in a fortnight.” 

Mrs. Shat tuck's classes in Parliamentary 
Law will be continued this winter, and to 
quote again, “will prove advantageous not 
only to those who expect to take an active 
part in meetings, us presiding officers, but 
also to those who wish to follow intelli- 
gently the business methods of the meet- 
ings.

Tiie board of assessors completed their 
labors Saturday afternoon, and announced 
the tax rate to be $10.00 per $ 1000 . The de- ; 
lay in announcing the rate was largely due 
to tiie changes in the ward lines, made by ) 
the last city council, which affect nearly 
every ward in the city. The great changes 
in real estate valuation on 1101*011111 of the 
obliteration of property along tiie line of 
the Washington street widening is also re- 
sponsible for much of the delay. 

The rate is $2 more than in 18m, the f 
largest increase since Newton became a 
city. This large increase was not altogeth- 
er unexpected, however, as the heavy ex- , 
ponses of tiie city for the widening of 
Washington street, tiie abolishment of 
grade crossings, and tiie laying out of tin* 
Commonwealth avenue boulevard have 1 
greatly increased the sinking fund and in- 
terest accounts. 

It is estimated that the heavy tux rate of 
18‘.K» will not be continued more than one 
year. It is expected that after this 
period the increased valuation on account 
of tiie improvements now in process of de- 
velopment will reduce the rate again to less 
than $15. 

One of tiie principal items causing the in- 
creased rate is the interest appropriation 
for permanent improvements, which this 
year amounts to more than $200,000. 

The number of polls lias increased 4.’J8, 
the largest increase in the last decade. The 
total valuation of tiie city $4!),s:i3,(J75. 
against $47,388,044 last year, tin increase of 
$2,345,031 over last year's valuation. 

The real estate valuation shows an in- 
crease of over $2,noo, 000 , while the personal 
estate shows a loss of about $ 110 , 110 .

Of the gain in real estate, $1,200,000 is on 
new buildings that were erected on tiie 
first of May, which does not include many 
of the most costly new business blocks, 
which were hardly begun at that date, so 
that next year the increase will be much 
larger. 

Tiie appropriations made so far this year 
aid $i(io,ooo over those of last year, making 
a total of $1,051,905, a rather extravagant 
increase. The assessors regard the rate as 
very low under the circumstances. Tiie 
size of tiie city debt can be appreciated by 
the fact that about one-fourth of tiie entire 
tax levy is used simply to pay interest.

Yet purity of the atmospliere per se is no 
preventive of those very ailments which 
bring the majority of patients to seaside 
watering places and highland sanitariums. 
If any invalid who lias thus sought relief 
were to take careful note of tiie natives of 
his favorite health resort, ho would proba- 
bly lie disquieted to Uml that pale, sickly 
children and ailing adults were by no 
means uncommon. Patients with weak 
lungs are often sent to winter lu Devon 
and Cornwall, although the mortality from 
pulmonary diseases among tho permanent 
residents ol these favored counties is not a 
whit less than among the dwellers in tho 
midlundsand the north. Yet the undoubt- 
ed fact remains to he accounted for that 
such migrants to warmer climes almost al- 
ways derive marked Ixmelit from tiie 
change. — National Review.
